Commissioner Groves Testifes 


Against Wetlands 


Garrett County Commis- 
sioner Elwood L. Groves I 
traveled to Annapolis last Tues- 
day to testify about the county's 
concerns regarding the nontida! 
wetlands regulations as 
proposed by the Department of 
Natural Resources. Groves 
testified before the Administra- 
tive, Executive and Legislative 
Committee, the Senate 
Economic and Environmental 
Affairs Committee, and the 
House Environmenta) Affairs 
Committee. 

The regulations are the result 
of legislation passed in the 1968 
session which requires the DNR 
to govern and regulate 
designated wetlands in all areas 
of the state. Nontidal wetlands 
are defined as areas which sup- 
port the growth of hydroponic 
vegetation, or plants which 
grow in water

Trailer, House Destroyed By Fires, 


Essex Family Escapes Unharmed 


A house trailer near Friends- 
ville and a two-story wood 
frame house along Mayhew Inn 
Road near Deep Creek Lake 
were destroyed by fires this 
past week, with the former 
blaze being labled by in- 
vestigators as ‘suspicious in 
nature."’ 

Friendsville and Deep Creek 
volunteer firefighters were call- 
ed to the trailer home of Joe 
Hutzel, his wife, and four 
children at 12:13 a.m. Friday 
The Hutzel family was not at 
home at the time and firemen 
found the structure fully involv- 
ed in flames upon their arrival 

Firemen remained on the 
scene for about two and one-half 
hours. Also responding was the 
county air cascade vehicle, 
presently being housed at Kit- 
miller VFD, and the Northern 
Rescue Squad. There were no 
injuries reported 

Guy Carola, fire investigator 
for the staie fire marshal's of- 
fice, estimated the loss to be 
$15,000. He said that the Hutzels 
did have insurance 

Calling the fire ‘‘suspicious,"’ 
Carola was joined at the scene 
Friday afternoon by Deputy 
Fire Marsha! John Brazil from 
Harford County who brought a 
specially trained golden 
retriever called ‘‘Dudiey’’ to 
sniff “trough the rubble for 
evidence of accelerants. The in- 
vestigation is continuing 

A smoke alarm and quick ac- 
tion by an Essex man early Sun- 
day morning resulted in the 
saving of his family from the 
blaze that destroyed their house 
along Mayhew Inn Road 

Carola also investigated this 
incident along with James Mar- 
tin, another state fire in- 
vestigator for Allegany and 
Garrett County 

Martin said that John 
Fedorowski, his wife, his 
13-year-old son and 6year-old 
daughter were asleep in the 
house when the smoke alarm 
sounded, awakening the little 
girl. He said that a defective 
flue had apparently set fire to 
the inside of a wall on the first 
floor. The girl then awoke her 
parents and the father went out 
onto the roof, jumped to the 
ground, got a ladder, and then 
rescued the rest of the family 
through a second floor window 
Martin said the parents did not 
hear the alarm because they 
had their bedroom door shut

Regulations 


Garrett County 
Zoning Commission director, 
approximately 14,000 acres in 
the county qualify as wetland 
areas, These areas require a 
25-foot buffer strip which 
prohibits any development 
without a special permit 

Of these 14,000 acres, the 
Department of Natural 
Resources has identified 
approximately 9 sites which 
are of critical concern. These 
areas would require a 100-foot 
buffer strip 

In his testimony, Groves 
noted, ‘During our numerous 
committee and sub-committee 
meetings, Garrett County 
raised two major issues of con- 
cern regarding the impact of 
this type of legislation: (1) the 
financial burden of state man- 
dates on local governments and 
(2) the further erosion of pri- 
vate property rights of those 
who own property within identi- 
fied wetland areas." 

Groves said, “Let me say 
here that the few ‘non-environ- 
mentalists’ on that committee 
were, in my opinion, mere 
tokens to give the appearance of 
a fairly representative cross- 
section of the general public; 
the reality of the situation was a 
totally one-sided affair with the 
overwhelming majorily being 
members of the various 
environmentalist groups. As a 
result, little was done to 
address these two ‘non-environ- 
mentalist’ issues, which we felt 
were important to local govern- 
ments and property owners 
from throughout the state."’ 

The testimony continued, 
“Upon receipt of the proposed 
regulations in July, we were 
quite disturbed to find a total of 
% ‘Wetlands of Special State 
Concern’, identified by the DNR 
in Garrett County, which is 
more than any other county in 
the state of Maryland. We have 
requested, and have not 
received, any information from 
DNR relative to the total 
acreage involved, specific 
criteria used to select these 
sites ‘of special state concern’, 
or maps of their location. With 
regard to the total acreage 
involved, we also object to the 
expansion of the 26-foot buffer 
on nontidal wetlands to a 
100-foot buffer being proposed 
in Section 16 of these 
regulations 

“In neglecting to provide our 
jurisdiction with pertinent 
information with regard to total 
acreage involved or the criteria 
used to identify specific sites as 
‘wetlands of special state 
concern’, we have been unable 
to determine the total impact of 
these proposed regulations 
upon our county's fiscal 
position, or the possible adverse 
affect on the property rights of 
our people. As a result of all the 
above, we must oppose these 
regulations, as well as the 
inequities of the process which 
promulgated them.’

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We Should Be Proud... 


The death rate on Maryland highways is down 
significantly so far this year in comparison with 
years past and, while there are undoubtedly many 
reasons for this good news, we believe that the two 
main reasons have to do with our state’s safety belt 
law and speed limit. 

We should be proud that Maryland was recently 
honored by the National Safety Council and the 
American Coalition for Traffic Safety for being one 
of the four states with the highest rates of seat belt 
use. A study by these groups indicated that 62 
percent of Maryland drivers regularly use their seat 
belts, compared to the national average of about 47 
percent. Only Hawaii had a higher rate (71 percent), 
while Texas and North Carolina's rates were similar 
to Maryland’s. 

While 62 percent is good compared to 47 percent, 
we would be thrilled to see that rate much higher. 
We are amazed and angered to still see so many 
small children standing up and peering out over the 
dashboard of moving vehicles because their parents 
don’t realize — or don’t care — that they are putting 
their children into such danger by not properly 
strapping them in their seats. One strong slamming 
of the breaks could kill such a child in a split second. 
We would like to see stricter law enforcement in 
such cases. 

The fact that Governor Schaefer has refused to 
oin 42 other states that have posted 65 mph speed 

its on rural interstates is aggravating to some 
Maryland drivers who believe 55 is too slow on some 
of our highways. However, in those states where the 
speed limits have been increased, there has been a 
whopping 30 percent rise in fatalities. The National 
Safety Council said that the safety gains made 
through tougher seat belt and drunk driving laws are 
a wiped out by the higher speed limits in those 
s , 

We also credit our various law enforcement 
officials and the Maryland’s Department of 
Transportation for doing their part in making our 
roadways safer, as well as our various elected 
officials who push for stricter traffic laws. 

Last, but not least, we thank those thousands of 
drivers who obey the speed limits, do not drink and 
drive, who always fasten that seat belt, and who 
buckle-up their kids every time they get into a car.

Recently | was greatly dis- 
tressed to learn that develop- 
ment for oil and gas drilling is 
being proposed on the Arctic 
National Wildlife Refuge in 
Alaska, the last 125 miles of 
coastline not open to such drill- 
ing. The Refuge is home to an 
abundance of wildlife including 
caribou. musk-oxen, grizzlies, 
polar bears, wolverine, and 
snow geese. Development in 
that area will seriously affect 
the numbers of these animals 
Also Indians live in that region 
who depend on the caribou herd 
for their survival. Development 
would drastically change their 
way of life 

Proponments of development 
say that the oi] that may be 


found at the Refuge will be a 
major find and very important 
to the United States. The fact is 
that if they find all the oil that 
might be on theRefuge, it would 
only be a six-month supply. Is it 
worth destroying a resource as 
beautiful and important as the 
Grand Canyon for a 180-day 
supply of oil? 

Proponents also say that oil 
companies and the environment 
can peacefully co-exist. Sadly, 
the oil companies do not have a 
very good track record for 
cleaning up after themselves or 
preventing spills. The Depart- 
ment of Interior claims that the 
oil industry has been responsi- 
ble for more than 17,000 spills 
since 1973 

I realize that Alaska is a long 
way from Garrett County, Md 
We have our own problems, and 
besides, even if we wanted to 
help what could we do? First of 
all, it’s time we started protect- 
ing our environment. If we 
allow our environment to be 
abused, we are only hurting 
ourselves. Secondly, we can 
help the Arctic Refuge. In 
Congress right now bills for 
Pro-Wilderness and Pro- 
Development are being con- 
sidered. What we can do is 
simply write letters to Repre- 
sentative Beverly B. Byron, 
House Office Building, Wash- 
ington, D.C. 20615, and Senators 
Barbara Mikulski and Paul Sar- 
banes, Senate Office Building, 
Washington, D.C. 20510 stating 
the following 

I urge you to co-sponsor and 
support (HR-39 or S-39) which 
designates the coastal plain of 
the Arctic National Wildlife

I am a member of the Ameri- 
can Tree Farm System and 
manage 176 of forestland for 
timber, wildlife and many 
recreational uses. The tree 
species on the farm are 
representive of those found in 
the northern Appalachian hard- 
wood stands. Unfortunately, 
Ms. Perry named five species of 
tress least by the 
moths, I only have a few trees 
(hemlock) that the moths do not 
like, therefore, spraying with 


Dimilin is my line of defense 

As for timber stand improve- 
ment (TSI) being a logging 
operation and damaging other 
trees, this far from the truth 
TSI is an active part of my 
forest management plan for a 
healthy, more productive 
forest. TSI not only improves 
the quality of timber but im- 
proves the habitat for wildlife, 
non-game species and song- 
birds that most people take for 
granted 

It is this TSI work which pro- 
vided the paper of which Ms 
Perry received her ‘‘correct"’ 
information and wrote her 
letter. If it were not for TSI 
work, we would still be using 
corncobs. 

Tree Farmers have a special 
interest in the land, more so 
than the environmentalist, in 
that we have invested many 
hours of labor and money to 
leave the land in better condi- 
tion than we found it. We 
definitely do not want to see it 
wasted 

If we permanently reduce the 
oak component of our forest, as 
suggested by Ms. Perry, what 
will happen to the mills located 
in Garrett County that supply 
the furniture manufacturer? 
What will happen to the wildlife 
that are dependent on acorns 
and the deer that browse on 
stump sprouts? 

I have watched environ- 
mental issues in other states 
and find them to be a bigger 
plague to forestland owners 
than the gypsy moth 

I would welcome groups or 
individuals to tour our Tree 
Farm to see the on-going work 
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being done for timber and 
wildlife 

Remember the next time you 

take the family for a ride in the 

country and see the green and 

white Tree Farm sign that it 

means the landowner is a good 
steward of the land

An Indian 
moved silently through the 
forest, following the deer's 
tracks. As he came closer to the 
yuck, he readied his bow and 
arrow for the one chance he 
would have to shoot 

Triumphantly, he returned 
with his kill to the village. There 
would be feasting that evening, 
the fresh deer meat promising 
to go well with the newly har 
ested corn to celebrate the 
rrival of a group of tall, thin 
white men from the eastern 
ands 

rhe group of men, now con- 
idered the founders of Friends- 
ille, brought knives, kettles 
nd axes that would greatly 
implify the lives of the Indians

John Jr., John Friend's son 
grew up to build a cabin in the 
Sang Run area, where it is now 
said that Meshach Browning 
originally settled. But Pappy 
explained that Meshach didn't 
actually come to the area until 
around the middle of the 1800's 
and John Jr. built his cabin in 
the early 1800's 

John Friend and his brothers 
settled in the area. Of the group, 
Pappy said it is no longer cer- 
tain who married whom, but he 
believes that John married a 
white woman, although it is 
believed that some of the group 
married Indian women 

The Friends found the area 
when the King of England had 
the land surveyed in 1750. That 
was the same year that 
Washington built Fort 
Necessity Andrew and 
Augustine Friend scouted the 
land for Washington at that 
time 


Pappy explained that Andrew 
never married. He roamed the 
woods of the area with the Zane 
brothers and Lew Whetzel, men 
who settled areas of West Vir 
ginia. Andrew was a young man 
when he died, only 56 when he 
was buried near Morgantown 
Andrew apparently didn't like 
the Indians, and was respon- 
sible for several deaths 
although he seemed to suffer his 
share of injuries. Pappy 
explained that Andrew could be 
accepted by the Indians when 
he wanted to be, because he had 
blonde hair, which apparently 
fascinated the Indians enough 
for them to accept him int 
their villages 

Pappy tells another 
about a man the Indians had to 
kill. His name was Mr. White 
He came to the Cumberland 
area with a message from 
George Washington. The 
Friends were to guide him back 
to Fort Necessity as it was con- 
sidered dangerous to travel 
alone. Mr. White killed an 
Indian girl and thus had to be 
killed by the Indians. The 
Friends could not help him, as it 
could have turned the Indians 
against them 


According to the legend, when 
Mr. White was killed, the Indian 


said Youghiogheny'! 
meaning, Laugh again 
Pappy explained that the 
Shawnee named the Youghio- 
gheny River, and that it means 
either ‘‘Laughing Water"’ or 
“Talking Water.’ It is difficult 
to translate the exact meaning 
of the word, and to different 
tribes the meaning may have 
varied 

Pappy has carried on the 
Friend's original friendship 
with the Indians. Several years 
ago, Pappy and his wife 
donated approximately five 
acres of land to the Youghio- 
gheny River Band of Shawnee 
Indians, Inc. He has since been 
made a full tribal member 

Pappy was born in 1917 at the 
Kent Gristmill along the 
Youghiogheny River. The grist- 
mill was built in the 1700's 
Pappy learned the natura! ways 
to stay healthy during his youth 
and still practices many of

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HERBS FOR HEALTHY LIVING Jim “Pappy” Ross swears by herbs for a long, healthy life 
He learned the medical values of herbs from his mother. Pappy’s great-great-grandmother had been 
raised by the Indians and she had passed the knowledge down through the family. Pappy displays 
several of his herbs above, including goldenrod for healing, wild pepper for stomach cramps and 
sassatras. in the tray that he uses to dry his herbs. He explained that using herbs and eating a lot of 


corn help prevent ilinesses and that it is easier to prevent cancer than to cure it 


those ideas. He explained that 
ground and buckwheat 
flour are good for preventing 
ailments

‘It's a lot easier to prevent 
ailments than to go to the hos- 
pital. People aren't any 
healthier now than they used to 
be,"" he said. ‘I've been using 
herbs since I was small. We'd 
use boneset tea for a lot of 
illnesses, from colds to fevers to 
headaches. It's one of the most 
widely used herbs 

The Friends would take 
parched corn and jerkey and 
walk from here to Morgantown 
and back in one day. They had 
to wade the Sandy River and 
swim across the Cheat River 
The Cheat got its name from 
cheating people of their lives 
The Friends took the Indian 
trail, which is almost the same 
as what the freeway (1-79) is 
today. Some places along the 
trail may vary by as much as 
half he said 

“You can't tell me they 
weren't healthy in those days, 
and of course, if the herbs don’t 
work, you can always use a 
walking stick,"’ he laughed 

Some of Pappy’s favorite 
herbs, aside from boneset tea, 
are wild pepper, sassafras and 
golden rod. He explained that 
he usually just makes tea from 
the herbs. Pappy likes to use 
wild honey to flavor the tea, as 
it sometimes has a ‘‘very nasty 
taste"’. He also recommends 
eating lots of corn

a mile, 


uses trays with 
in them to dry the 
herbs. He places the herbs on 
the trays and puts the trays 
over the stove 
Goldenrod is good for 
stomachache and also good to 
use on wounds in a powder 
form, as it has the ability to 
keep down infection. Wild 
pepper is used for stomach 
cramps. Sassafras is a good 
stimulant and also diuretic. Red 
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boneset is a good herb to use for 
kidney ailments 

Oswego mint is an herb used 
by the Indians during cere- 
monies. They mix it with cedar 
and tobacco and use during 
burial ceremonies and also put 
it in the grave. It is also used as 
a medicine 

Pappy said that the American 
Medical Association (AMA) has 
just passed a decree that 
sassafras is cancer causing 
“Sassafras has been in use for 
over 2,000 years, and now 
they're saying that it is cancer 
causing,”’ he said 

“The AMA can put out a 
warning on sassafras, but not a 
warning on soft drinks. They 
are the worst thing you can 
drink as far as damaging your 
kidneys. I can remember when 
they would arrest people for 
selling herbs, but now they are 
taking a closer look at them 

‘Isaah Friend raised a family 
of 12 up on Elderberry Hill 
They used herbs and they all 
survived without ever taking a 
pill. The whole family lived to 
their 70's, 80's and 90's,"’ said 
Pappy. 

One thing that Pappy no 
longer does is hunt. He spends 
the greater part of his time 
outdoors, except when the 
temperature drops below 
negative 12 degrees 

He explained that once you 
have raised a deer, you can't 
shoot one. ‘‘They're really 
characters and you see some 
surprising things. We raised a 
deer in the house, but it’s been 
about four years since we had 
any 

“We raised four from babies, 
that were all kept in the house, 
and we had maybe eight more 
that were kept in the barn 
People would bring therm to us 
Some would be injured on the 
road or hurt somehow and we'd 
keep them here,” he said 
‘We'd keep the babies till they 
were big enough to get by on 
their own, but then they don’t 
leave, they stay near the house 

“We had a buck that we 
raised and then he wanted his 
own family. The big buck 
treated him rough, horned him 
in the chest. We had to call in 
the vet, who said he wasn't 
trained to care for deer. But he 
pretended the deer was a calf 
and cleaned out the puncture 
After he recovered, the young 
buck then decided he had to 
leave, so he went up near Otto 
Goehringer’s house. Otto told 
people that if they shot that 
deer, he'd shoot them 

“Deer are very interesting 
They won't eat a poisonous 
plant. The Indians learned what 
was good to eat and what wasn't 
from watching animals. They 
would watch what mushrooms 
the gray squirrels eat, to learn 
what was poisonous and what 
wasn't. The gray squirrels don’t 
eat anything poisonous either,"’ 
he said 

Pappy and his family have 
cared for many different 
animals. “We've had every- 
thing in here from a snake to a 
skunk. We bring in black snakes 
occasionally,’ he said 

Pappy's formula for healthful 
living includes using no 
neaticides or chemicals for 
rodent control. He explained 
that he would often catch garter 
snakes to put in the garden 
during the summer to control 


He feels thnt the state should 
not use pesticides to control the 
gypsy moth. Pappy said that all 





the area needs to be rid of the 
gypsy moth is a “good, cold 
freeze."’ He explained that if the 
temperature were to drop below 
zero this winter, it would cause 
the gypsy moth eggs to burst, or 
else freeze so hard that they 
won't hatch next summer — 
using nature's way of con 
trolling pests 

When he isn't working on the 
farm, Pappy spends time visit- 
ing state parks, schools and 
summer camps to talk to young 
people about herbs and native 
Americans, the food they ate 
and their way of life 

Pappy and his wife have an 
even dozen grandchildren, plus 
one step-grandchild. Seeing 
Pappy with his family is to see 
that his formula for healthy 
living works and also to see that 
he will be around for many 
more years, passing on his 
special knowledge of herbs and 
Indian lore

Although the Southern Rams 
lost 17 players from its 1988 
tearm that finished 11-1 and ad- 
vanced to the Class 2A state 
semi-finals, including personnel 
such as four-year starting 
quarterback Zack Gibson and 
the area's Player of the Year, 
tailback Brent Sanders, Coach 
Tom Woods is optimistic about 
his team's chances this year 

The entire offensive backfield 
is brand new this year, however

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Tom Woods Announces Resignation 
As Coach Of Southern High Rams 


Citing a number of personal 
reasons, Torn Woods, now in his 
13th year as head football coach 
of the Southern High Rams, an- 
nounced his resignation from 
that position this week, effec- 
tive immediately following the 
last game of the 1989 season 

Woods, who took a 1-9 
Southern team upon his arrival 
in 1977 and turned the program 
into one of the winningest in the 
state of Maryland, stated that 
he wanted to ‘pursue some new 
avenues" and be able to spend 
more time with his family 

“I've been coaching for 18 
straight years now,” he said, 

and | decided it is time for me 
to make a change and do some 
other things that I haven't been 
able to do because of tix 
amount of time it takes to be a 
head coach. Most people don't 
realize how much time it in- 
volves." 

Another reason noted by 
Woods was that his two sons will 
soon be in the high school foot- 
ball program and he decided it 
would be in their best interest if 
he were not their coach 

“This summer I talked to as 
many coaches as | could think 
of who have coached their own 
sons, and at least 80 percent of 
therm said that, if they had it to 
do over again, they would not 
coach their sons,"’ he said. ‘It 
puts the kids under too much 
pressure. Plus, my boys want to 
earn their own way in athletics 
rather than to be in a situation 
where some might think they 
are getting the breaks because 
their dad is the coach.” 

The Woods’ son, Josh, will be 
a freshman at Southern a year 
from now and their other son, 
Andy, is now in the sixth grade 

‘It has often dawned on me 
that I spend so much time work- 


ing with so many other people's 
sons that I often don't have the 
tine (6 Spend working with my 
own sons,"’ he said. “During 
football season I see my boys at 
breakfast and say goodnight to 
them in the evening and that's 
about it. I want to change that, 
especially at this time in their 
lives when they need me around 
more 

“It will also be so nice to be 
able to come home at 3:45, and 
maybe go for a walk with my 
wife, and eat dinner together 
with the family al the normal 
time,"’ he continued. ‘Plus, I 
love the fall season, but I've 
never really been able to enjoy 
a lot of the things that fall has to 
offer in Garrett County.” 

Woods said he also plans to 
spend more time involved in 
some of his other favorite ac- 
tivities, which include flying 
and golf 

The good news for Ram fans 
is that Woods plans to remain in 
Garrett County and at 
Southern, where he will con- 
tinue to be involved in the 
school's athletic programs in 
his capacity as athletic direc- 
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tor. He has been Southern's AD 
for the past nine years 

‘Debbie (his wife) and I real- 
ly enjoy living here and our 
boys are involved in local 
athietic programs and want to 
stay through their high school 
years,”’ he said. Mrs. Woods is a 
teacher at Broadford Elemen 
tary School 

Another thing Woods said 
would make it difficult to con- 
tinue as coach and athletic 
director is the school's renova- 
tion project over the next few 
years. ‘There is going to be a 
lot of extra pressure on both the 
coaches and the athletic direc- 
tor during those two years,"’ he 
said. ‘‘For example, practice 
schedules for all of the different 
teams are going to be extreme- 
ly difficult to handle."

female touch to Douglas home

In 1969 the male 
dominated Douglas house 
hold of My Three Sons 
underwent a major culture 
shock: It was invaded by not 
one, but two members of the 
opposite sex. Steve Douglas 
(Fred MacMurray) finally 
remarried, taking as his wite 
Barbara Harper (Beverly 
Garland) Along with 
Barbara came her little girl 
Dodie (Dawn Lyn) 

Because MacMurray's 
“three sons” had grown 
marred and had children 
since the show's inception in 
1960, the My Three Sons 
writers felt the time was mpe 
to introduce a new clement 
to their series 

“Fred MacMurray never 
wanted a woman on that 
show,” says Garland, “but I 
think he realized the show 
was heading where there was 
nowhere to go.” 

The character of Dodie 
was introduced to bring back 
the parent-child theme that 
initially made My Three 
Sons such a success, but 
which was absent once the 
Douglas boys grew up “I 
think they (the show's 
producers) kind of missed 
the whole idea of Fred being 
around a younger child,” 
Garland said 

For Garland, landing the 
role of Steve Douglas’ new 
bride was a bit of a fluke A 
girlfriend learned there wasa 
casting call out for a female 
role on the senes. “Fred 
MacMurray'’s going to get

Garland, an established 
actress on stage and screen 
promptly called her agent 
“He said, ‘Come on, you play 
alcoholics in monster 
movies, and prostitutes— 
you can't play Fred Mac- 
Murray's wife. That's mom 
and apple pic.” she said 

But Garland persisted, and 
soon found herself audition 
ing for the much-coveted 
part. She won the role, she 
says, because MacMurray 
who had final say on casting 
enjoyed her audition 
particularly her (limited) 
knowledge of sports 

Once on the show, Garland 
discovered its filming rou 
tine was a bit unusual 
MacMurray’s contract stip- 
ulated that he only had to 
work three months per year 
(the rest of the cast worked 
six months per year), neces 
Sitating a rather unusual 
rehearsal and film schedule 
“We would do all of his 
scenes, then he left and went 
to Europe or to Disney (to 
shoot a film), or wherever he 
was going.” The remainder 
of the cast would shoot its 
scenes that did not require 
MacMurray’s presence 

Considering Garland’s 
contention that MacMurray 
“never wanted a woman on 
that show,” it's interesting to 
note who served as his 
Stand-in for scenes with 
Garland—a little girl

Achievement Test (CAT) for

If approved by the State 
Board of Education, the new 
test, developed by CTB/Mc- 
Graw-Hill, would be admin- 
istered in the spring by all local 
school systems in grades 3, 5, 
and 8, the sare grades as the 
CAT it replaces 

An equating study will be con- 
ducted next spring to allow 
comparisons between scores on 
the CAT and on the CTBS. Full 
tatewide testing using the 
CTBS could begin in the spring 
of 1991 


With its selection the CTBS 
would become the major 
component of the state's edu- 
cational accountability 
program. That program is an 
attempt to measure and 
analyze the results of classroom 
instruction to improve edu 
cational programs 

Dr. Shilling last December 
appointed Noel T. Farmer, 
Frederick County school super- 
intendent, to chair the task 
force that recommended the 
new norm-referenced test for 
the accountability program 
The CAT had become outdated 
because it was based on norms 
established in 1977 

The CTBS was normed in 
1988. It was selected by the task 
force on the basis of its match 
with the curriculum of Mary- 
land schools, the technica! char- 
acteristics of the test, and the 
support the company offers to 
state and loca! school systems 

One strength of the test noted 
by the task force is that it 
measures not only basic skills 
but higher order skills in read-

Maryland State Police and 
the Maryland School Bus Con- 
tractors Association are 
delivering a Back to School 
message to motorists in 
Maryland 

“School bus drivers will be 
watching for motorists who fail 
to stop for buses either boarding 
or discharging passengers with 
red lights flashing,’’ said 
George Gregory, president, 
Maryland School Bus 
Contractors Association. ‘We 
are asking the motoring public 
to obey state law which requires 
the motorist to stop for school 
buses whose red lights are 
flashing," Gregory added 

Appearing on the Maryland 
State Police Radio Program, a 
weekly radio public service 
broadcast, Gregory said the 
Association will be working 
with Maryland State Police to 
identify violators of the Mary- 
land Vehicle Law 

“School bus drivers will be 
observing motorists who fail to 
stop and will notify State Police 
and other law enforcement 
agencies of these violations,” 
Gregory stated 

Under section 21-706 of the 
Maryland Vehicle Law, 
motorists are required to stop 
for a school vehicle displaying 
the alternately flashing 
warning lights when 
approaching the vehicle from 
the front or rear. The law does 
not apply to school vehicles in 
Baltimore City, or in an in- 
corporated city or town with a 
population of more than 100,000 


people. Additionally, the law 
does not apply to divided high- 
ways if the school vehicle is on a 
different roadway. A divided 
highway is defined as one which 
is divided into two or more 
roadways by a median, a 
barrier or some other dividing 
barrier constructed to impede 
vehicular traffic. The law pro 
vides a $255 dollar fine and a 


two point penalty for violators

Advice Given 
By DHMH On 
Preventing EEE 


Tuesday 


Though no human cases have 
been reported in the state, the 
Maryland Department of 
Health and Mental Hygiene 
(DHMH) is urging people head- 
ing for the Eastern Shore to 
take those steps necessary to 
protect themselves from 
mosquito bites in light of cases 
of Eastern Equine Encephalitis 
EEE) reported in horses 
throughout the eastern sea- 
board this summer. At least two 
cases have been confirmed and 
another 29 cases are suspected 
in horses on Maryland's 
Eastern Shore since July 

This viral infection of 
brain, also known as ‘‘sleeping 
sickness"’ in horses, is spread 
by mosquitos to birds, horses, 
and rarely to humans. No 
human of the disease 
have been reported in Maryland 
since 1982. Humans can only get 
the disease from mosquito 
bites, not from contact with 
infected people, horses, or 
birds 

Symptoms in people include 
fever, confusion, headaches, 
and occasionally convulsions 
Death often results. Horses will 
Stagger or act sleepy 

DHMH is advising people to 
reduce their exposure by 

*wearing long-sleeved shirts 
and long pants, (tightly-knit 
fabrics are best);

Maryland Spends 
$154 Million On 


Teen Pregnancies 


A recent study for Campaign 
For Our Children on the 
economic impact of adolescent 
pregnancy in Maryland found 
that in 1987 the federal and state 
governments spent over $454 
million to provide assistance to 
families started by a teen 
mother, costing each individual 
taxpayer $154. Over the next 20 
years, more than $106 million 
will be spent to provide assist- 
ance to these families started 
by teenagers. The Center for 
Population Options estimates 
that teen pregnancy costs the 
federal and state governments 
over $16 billion each year 

The study was conducted by 
the William Donald Schaefer 
Center for Public Policy at the 
University of Baltimore. The 
findings are based on 1987 data 
provided by the major family 
socia! welfare programs: Aid to 
Families with Dependent Chil- 
‘ oe Aineia and fand 
stamps 

The study concluded that if 
births had been delayed until 
the mothers were 20 years of 
age, the state of Maryland 
would have saved $181 million 
in 1987. The age of the mother at 
birth determines the amount of 
public support she will receive 
Teens between the ages of 15 
and 17 receive the most public 
support because they tend to 
drop out of school and live on 
their own. For each teen mother 
between 14 and 19 years old, the 
cost for public assistance for 20 
years ranges from $101,000 to 
$117,000 

In Baltimore City alone, over 
$269 million or 59.8 percent of 
the total amount spent in Mary-

size in the country. These 
figures represent the 
public assistance programs 
available to teen parents. The 
human costs of teen pregnancy 
are even more devastasting to 
these adolescents. Teen parents 
and their children spend their 
entire lives caught up in a wel- 
fare dependency cycle. Yet 
there is also a large majority of 
teen parents who spend their 
entire lives in poverty 


The research was conducted 
by Ann Winogrodzki and Larry 
W. Thomas of the Schaefer 
Center for Public Policy at the 
University of Baltimore. The 
Governor's Council on 
Adolescent Pregnancy and the 
State Department of Health and 
Mental Hygiene assisted in 
collecting data for the study 

These findings strongly sup- 
port the efforts of Campaign 
For Our Children to reach 
adolescents before they become 
sexually active and promote 
abstinence. The theme of the 
Campaign, “You Can Go 
Farther When You Don't Go All 
The Way," is targeted to 914 
years olds encouraging them to 
delay sexual activity 
Campaign For Our Children 
reaches parents, teachers, 
clergy, counselors, coaches and 
other influentials through 
school programs, family plan- 
ning and support centers and a 
mass media program con- 
sisting of television and radio 
commercials, outdoor and

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County Farmers Are Eligible For 


Relief After Extremely Wet Year 


Congress recently passed the 
1989 disaster aid program, 
which was signed by President 
Bush, to provide relief to 
farmers whose crops were 
washed out by this year's rains 
or whose planting schedules 
were delayed by water-soaked 
fields 

The aid package eliminates 
some of the red tape of the 1988 
measure and takes into 
consideration such factors as 
altered planting intentions and 
quality dockages which were 
largely ignored in the 1988 
drought aid program. The pay- 
ments, however, will be some- 
what lower this year 

News and updates have been 
coming into County ASCS Di- 
rector Mike Kozier through 
Maryland ASCS Director Jim 
Richardson and Maryland Ag 
Secretary Wayne Cawley. In a 
program briefing to Kozier, the 
following points were estab- 
lished 

For establishing yields and 
rates for 1989 disaster relief, the 
ASCS will use 1984 through 1988 
as its base years. The base can 
be computed either from ASCS 
records or from a farmer's

The definition of ‘recognized 
disaster conditions’’ has been 
expanded to read: ‘‘Damaging 


weather which includes, but is 
not limited to drought, hail, 
excessive moisture, freeze, 
tornado, hurricane or excessive 
wind, or any combination there- 
of," or, “related conditions

which include, but are not 
limited to, insect infestations, 
plant diseases or other deterior- 
ation of a crop or a commodity, 
including aflatoxin that is 
accelerated or exacerbated 
naturally as a result of damag- 
ing weather occurring before or 
during harvest." 

The 1989 act takes into 
consideration the farmer, who 
for example, was prevented 
from getting in his corn crop 
and, instead, planted soybeans. 
In that event, Richardson said, 
the disaster payment would be 
computed on what the corn crop 
would have been worth, less 
what the farmer got for his soy- 
beans. 

The new measure also 
permits a farmer to take as a 
production loss 70 percent of 
what he lost in revenue because 
of the poor quality of the har- 
vested crop, either through 
dockage or because it could not 
be marketed “in normal com- 
mercial channels." 

There is no penalty for 
farmers not having crop in- 
surance, but farmers claiming 
a loss of more than 65 percent 
this year, will have to have crop 
insurance in 1990 to be eligible 
for federal programs. 

The new program prohibits 
any duplication of benefits and 
limits payments to a total of 
$100,000 per farmer or corpo 
ration 

Three levels have been estab- 
lished for payment calcu- 
lations. Farmers must prove a 
40 percent loss of expected 
production for program crops, a 
45 percent loss for soybeans and 
sunflowers, and a 50 percent 
loss for non-participating pro- 


gram crops or non-program 
crops

producers who were prevented 
from planting, or who filed for 
“failed acreage” and who, as a 
result, put that land into the 
0/92 or 50/92 programs to 
“switch back,"’ according to 
Richardson, that is to withdraw 
those acres from the set-aside 
programs and file for disaster 
aid on them 

The ASCS, after the appli- 
cation has been approved, must 
make the disaster payment in 
30 days. After that, it will draw 
interest 

The disaster law again post- 
pones the deadline for refunds 
of advance deficiency overpay- 
ments for both 1988 and 1989 
Both will now be due by July 31, 
1990. Richardson said the 1989 
farm aid package does not re- 
quire any county-by-county 
disaster deciaration as was the 
case in 1988. Farmers need only 
to prove their eligibility with 
records of their crop losses, he 
said 

Richardson and Sec. Cawley 
urged farmers impacted by the 
rains of 1989 first to get their 
records together and in order 
and then to visit their county 
ASCS office as soon as possible 

The ASCS has a September 30 
deadline for completing and 
filing all disaster aid appli- 
cations 

Kozier says his office is ready 
to help farmers with appli- 
cations and in preparation for 
handling disaster-affected 
crops. He says his office will 
accept requests for appraisals 
and bin measurements on all 
disaster-affected grain or soy- 
bean acreages that will not 
have either acceptable evi- 
dence for production com- 
mercially stored or disposed of 


off the farm, or a FCIC 
appraisal. 
The ASCS will appraise 


production of grain or soybean 
crops (both participating and 
non-participating). Kozier says 
these appraisals should be re- 
quested by the producer in the 
following situations: 

1. If the farmer plans to har- 
vest disaster-affected partici- 
pating or non-participating 
grain or soybean acreage for 
other than grain or beans, they 
should request an appraisal! be- 
fore harvesting the crop 

2. If the farmer plans to 
utilize disaster-affected crops 
for livestock feed in the field he 
should request appraisa! before 
grazing the crop 

3. If the farmer plans to 
destroy disaster-affected crops 
without using for grain or feed, 
he should request an appraisal 
before destroying the crop 

Kozier says if his office can- 
not complete the appraisal 
within the alloted time frame, 
producers will be requested to 
leave representative strips (at 
least 10 feet wide), uniformly 
spaced throughout the field but 
excluding strips on the sides of 
the field. Total acreage of 
representative areas shall be 
approximately five percent of 
the acreage of the field 

Producers harvesting 
disaster-affected participating 
or non-participating grain or 
soybean acreage for grain or 
beans should 

1. Request bin measurement 
before using any for livestock 
feed. Producers fee is $20 for 
the first bin plus $2 for each 
additional bin 

2. Maintain acceptable 
production evidence if the crop 
is sold or stored off the farm 

Kozier says producers must 
also file form AD-1026, Highly 
Erodible Land and Wetland 
Conservation Certification, 
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A Checklist From ASCS... 


Editor’s Note: As in all dealings with the federal government, 
there are plenty of forms to fill out. Here is an advisory from the 
ASCS on the forms which will be required in applying for 1989 
disaster payments. For farmers in federal programs, several of 
the forms already are on file in county ASCS offices. 





This is a checklist of the forms that you, or the farm operator, 
must have on file with the county ASCS office to qualify for a 
disaste: payr.ent for your 1989 crop losses. We've also included a 
brief explanation of why we need each form 

1. The following are required on a FARM basis 

A. CCC-441, Application for 1989 Disaster Benefits. This is 
the basic application on which you certify your compliance with 
program provisions and agree to the division of disaster benefits 
with other producers on the farm 

B. ASCS-578, Report of Acreage. This establishes the 
planted, prevented, and failed acreage of the crop for 19869 

C. ASCS-574, Application for Disaster Credit. This 
establishes the basis for considering the crop loss to have been 
caused by an eligible disaster condition 

D. ASCS-658, Record of Production and Yield. If there was 
production harvested on the farm, this form documents the 
quantity 

2. The following are required on a PRODUCER basis 

A. AD-1026, Highly Erodible Land and Wetland 
Conservation Certification. This is your certification of 
compliance with the law which prohibits payment of benefits to a 
producer who ‘‘sodbusts"’ or ‘‘swampbusts."’ 

B. CCC440, Certification of Crop Insurance. If crop 
insurance was available for the crop for 1989, this certification of 
crop insurance coverage and indemnity is needed so that we can 
determine the applicable disaster loss and payment 

C. An appropriate CCC-502, Farm Operating Plan. This 
may be needed to determine whether you and other individuals or 
legal entities must be combined as one ‘‘person’’ under the law 
which limits payments to $100,000

Horse “Sleeping 


Sickness” Reported 





Qin Eastern Shore 


Viral encephalitis, also 
known as “sleeping sickness,” 
has struck in Wicomico and 
Somerset counties on Mary- 
land's Eastern Shore and state 
veterinarians are attempting to 
identify the causative virus 

Late last week, apparently 
mounting numbers involved 27 
animals. A spokesman for the 
state Department of Agri- 
culture said a breakdown in- 
cludes three cases confirmed, 
22 clinically diagnosed, and two 
“suspicious.” 

Viral encephalitis often 
occurs during late summer and 
early fall until the first few 
frosts. The virus circulates in a 








bird-mosquito-bird cycle with 
viral ‘‘spillover"’ into horses 
and people 


Captive wild birds such as 
those on game farms often are 
affected with the Eastern viral 
type 

Protection and control of viral 

encephalitis requires local and 
area mosquito control 
measures. The Maryland 
Department of Agriculture is 
intensifying field spraying to 
kill mosquitoes 

Individuals should 
repeiienis io prvieci themselves 
from mosquitoes, especially 
people who are outside a great 
deal of the time such as fisher- 
men, hunters and golfers 

Horses should be vaccinated 
in the late spring, and those 
vaccinated before April simuld 
be revaccinated now 

The mortality rate of the 
eastern type of viral encephal- 
itis is usually 85-90 percent in 
Rath bhneeee and nanniea

Lacks Solutions 


A commission formed to 
study ways to improve the 
nation’s federal crop insurance 
program has issued its final 
report, but putting the changes 
into effect could still prove a 
difficult task 

“All of the recommendations 
contained in this report are 
aimed at providing better and 
more cost-effective federal crop

The eight-month review in- 
cluded 14 public hearings and 
submitted testimony from 
almost 400 witnesses 

The commission confronted 
many of the problems with the 
crop insurance program, such 
as increasing program partici- 
pation, however, it did not offer 
specific solutions to the prob- 
lems. “There was some dis- 
appointment it was not a more 
cohesive package," said Mary 
Kay Thatcher, American Farm 
Bureau Federation crop in- 
surance specialist 

“Every interested party is 
going to pick and choose what 
they do and don't like. Now it's 
the responsibility of Congress 
and groups like Farm Bureau to 
take out what they agree on, 
and work up a package that'll 
fit together,’’ she said 

According to Thatcher, com- 
mission members concluded 
that one of the major reasons 
federal crop insurance has not 
worked is that farmers and 
ranchers count on receiving

Hints To Growers 


by Jim Simms 
Extension Agent, Agriculture Science 








Storage of vegetables 

Gardens are now at peak production. Proper storage can 
prolong the quality. The following information may be useful to 
you 

Beets: — Beets can be stored in the garden where they grew if 
mulched under two inches of insulating material. For root cellar 
storage, harvest before fully mature in the late fall when night 
temperatures drop to around 30 degrees F. and when the soil is 
dry. Dig or pull the beets, retaining the roots with surrounding 
soil. Allow to dry in the sun so that the surface dirt falls free 
Leave at least one inch of stem to retain nutrients and prevent 
bleeding. Do not wash before storing. Store at the bottom of the 
cellar, or where humidity is highest, packed in bins or crates be- 
tween layers of moist sand, sawdust, sphagnum or peat moss 
Containers could also be lined with a perforated plastic sheet 
They will keep fresh up to three months 

Onions — The best varieties for storage are grown from seeds 
rather than sets. Harvest when the tops have turned brown and 
died, or in late fall before the ground has frozen, even if the tops 
have not died. Remove any bruised onions or onions with thick 
necks and use promptly. Before storage, onions must be cured or 
allowed to dry for several weeks until the skins are papery and 
the roots are completely shrivelled and they can be spread on 
newspapers out of direct sunlight in a well ventilated area, or 
dried on an open screen off the ground. If they are taken indoors 
at night, the drying process will be faster. When cured, the tops 
can be braided, using string for reinforcing, or put into mesh bags 
or open crates and stored in well-ventilated, dry, dark, cool place 

Dry Beans — Dry beans, such as kidney, navy, black turtles, 
white marrows and pinto beans will be mostly dry on the vine by 
mid-fall. Harvest by pulling the entire vine and spread them out 
or hang to dry for several weeks. The beans can be removed from 
the pods by banging the plant from side to side in a barrel or can, 
so the beans will fall to bottom. When the beans are totally dry, 
store in clean containers with tight lids, in a cool dry place. Dry 
beans will not be harmed by freezing

Again, I would like to 
emphasize the importance of having your forage tested for 
nutrient content 

Groundwater Contamination 

Are you concerned enough about the quality of the 
groundwater on your farm’? There are hazards existing for 
possible groundwater contamination with the use of fertilizers 
and farm chemicals. Once the underground water becomes 
contaminated, it may stay that way for many years. Also, it is 
possible for the point of pollution to occur many miles from your 
farm. Determining the point of entry sometimes is impossible 
Prevention is the key to keeping our groundwater clean. Keep 
your groundwater in mind when planning your chemical 
applications on the land

Correction procedure 

If dairy farmers suspect mold 
toxins in feed, Hutchinson sug 
gests a four-step procedure to 
confirm the diagnosis and cor 
rect the problem 

1. Look for obvious mold in 
the grain. Absence of visible 
mold, however, does not neces- 
sarily mean that the feed is free 
of mycotoxins 

2. Take samples of suspect 
grains or mixed feeds from 
several locations. Be sure to 
mix the samples well and 
submit one pound of each feed 
for mycotoxin screen. For a 
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small fee, the Summerdale 
Laboratory performs a myco- 
toxin screen for four aflatoxins 
DON, and DAS 
liacetoxyscirpinol).

Molds can occur in corn, soy- 
beans, and other common feed- 
stuffs. These molds can grow on 
the grain before harvest or 
during storage. Wet weather,

Molds reduce grain quality 
and may also produce myco- 
toxins — mold poisons. L.H

1. Aflatoxin is produced by 
aspergillus molds. It causes 
liver damage, hemorrhaging, 
abortion and death at high 
dosages. At lower doses it 
causes unthriftiness, poor im- 
mune response and reduced 
weight gain. Aflatoxins in feed 
will produce aflatoxin MI in 
milk, a human health hazard 

2. Ergot, a mold on some 
small grains, grasses and 
weeds, causes lameness and 
sloughing of both the hooves 
and tail hair 

3. Zearalenone causes an 
estrogenic syndrome in swine. 
Its effects on cattle are less 
certain but may include irregu- 
lar heats and lowered fertility 

4. Trichothecine or T-2 toxin 
may induce feed refusal as well

The 1989 acreage of soybeans 
winter wheat, barley, hay, and 
vats planted in Maryland 
ncreased from 1988, while corn 
rye, sweet potatoes, and pota 
woes decreased, according to the 
Agricultura!

Coviello Explains 
The Handling Of 


Student Records 


The Garrett County Board of 
Education is required by its 
own policy and by federal and 
state law to annually notify 
eligible students and parents 
who have children attending 
public school of the policy 
regulating the handling of 
student records and the infor- 
mation contained within them 

According to Al Coviello, 
director of pupil service for the 
Board, the provisions of this 
policy are intended to preserve 
the right of students and 
parents to have full access to all 
official records about the 
students which are maintained 
by the Garrett County Public 
Schools; to have removed from 
these records any information 
about the student which is 
determined to be inaccurate or 
misleading; to enjoy con- 
fidentiality and privacy in 
regard to the disclosure of infor- 
mation contained in those 
records to outside agencies; 
and to provide for efficient 
student records management 

Individual pupil records 
maintained by teachers or other 
school personnel under the 
provisions of this policy are to 
be confidential in nature, and 
access to such records may be 
granted to professionals who 
are directly involved with the 
educational process of the 
individual student in a teaching, 


guidance/counseling or 
consulting situation. Individual 
student records, with the 


exeption of such records as are 
designated as permanent, and 
with such other exceptions are 
provided by the law, should be 
destroyed when they are no 
longer able to serve profes- 


sionals who are directly 
involved with the educational 
p'ocess of the individual 
student in a_ teaching, 


guidance/counseling, or 
consulting situation 
Institutions of elementary 
and secondary education of the 
Board of Education of Garrett 
County shall not permit access 
to, or release of education 
records of students, or per- 
sonally identifiable information 
contained therein (other than 
directory information), without 
the written consent of the 
parents of the eligible student 
Education institutions of Gar- 
rett County, however, shall 
make the cumulative records of 
a student available to officials 
of other elementary or sec- 
ondary schools or another 
school system in which the 
student seeks or intends to 
enroll. The institution of ele-

Directory information means 
the student's name, address 
telephone number, date and

mation. Directory information 
may be made public without the

The policy goes on to spell out 
the types of data in a pupil 
record, the types of student 
records, and how the records 


are transferred between 
schools, individuals, institu- 
tions, and agencies 

If access to a student's 


records is desired by an eligible 
student or parent, he/she 
should contact the appropriate 
school principal. In most cases, 
there is a charge for copies of 
student records

Mary- 
land just developed legislation 
in the 1989 General Assembly 
which permits the development 
of reciprocal arrangements 
between Maryland campuses 
and those in surrounding states 

Officials from Pennsylvania 
are looking into developing 
legislation which will enable the 
whole state to have reciprocity 
agreements and not confine the 
review to Garrett County 
Pennsylvania State 
University's Fayette Campus 

Dr. Herman also explained 
that the proposal was simply a 
pilot, meaning that GCC would 
absorb the losses that would 
have resulted. GCC currently 
has a reciprocity agreement 
with West Virginia, but West 
Virginia pays the difference in 
tuition 

He explained that the agree- 
ment had been limited to 2 
students from each state, to 
show the need to both states for 
such a program 

‘I am disappointed that the 
agreement did not go forward, 
but I realize that the new 
commissioner in Pennsylvania 
needs an opportunity to review 
the arrangeraent. I know that if 
I were in such a position, I

The purpose of this column today is two-fold: to 
give praise and credit to the many volunteers whose 
efforts make the quality of life so much better for 
everyone, and secondly, perhaps more importantly, 
to encourage more persons to get involved in 
volunteer work

struggling to stay afloat because of a lack of 
members. Both of our county’s rescue squads need 
more members and training is now being offered.

The 
Garrett County Literacy Council is always in need of 
more volunteers willing to become reading tutors 
and help open new worlds for the illiterate.

The letter by the Sierra Club's 
Joy B. Perry on the gypsy moth 
(August 31), although factual 
and well written makes illogical 
recommendations. Joy B 
Perry councils us not to ask our 
elected officials for more gypsy 
moth spraying, but rather ask 
for ‘more support staff to more 
accurately monitor the 
numbers and distribution of 
gypsy moths."' What good 
would more monitoring do, 
when any casual observer can 
see the devastation that the 
gypsy moth is causing? And 
what would we do with the 
monitoring data, if we lack the 
will to spray? 

Joy B. Perry believes we are 
putting too much blame on the 
gypsy moth because it usually 
does not directly kill trees, 
rather it is subsequent infec- 
tions that weakened defoliated 
trees can no longer withstand 
that finish the trees off. Some- 
how, I am not relieved. Joy B 
Perry evidently misses the 
point that the gypsy moth is 
what weakened the trees in the 
first place 

Joy B. Perry argues that we 
should just simply accept 
forests without oak trees. But 
isn't it premature to give up 
when we haven't yet really tried 
to fight back? If we can save the 
oak trees (and the grey 
squirrels and other animals 
which depend upon them but 
which are overlooked by Joy B 
Perry) we should do so. 

For eight years I have coordi- 
nated the Federal 
government's research on acid 
rain. The Federal government 
is about to commit Marylanders 
to spending tens of millions of 
dollars per year to reduce acid 
rain by about 50%. Organi- 
zations like the Sierra Club 
have been urging this action. I 
can assure you, however, that 
the gypsy moth, which is also a 
product of man, causes far 
more serious environmental 
damage than does acid rain 
The scourge of the gypsy moth 
warrants a mitigation program 
far larger than what we have 
now

illiteracy Is 
Expensive

Adult illiteracy is an expensive problem of growing local and 
national significance. According to the U.S. Department of 
Education, one in five American adults is functionally illiterate. A 
1985 study of 3,600 adults between the ages of 21 and 25 indicated 
that 80 percent could not read a bus schedule; 73 percent could not 
interpret a newspaper story; 63 percent could not follow written 
directions on a map; 28 percent could not write a letter about a 
billing error; and 23 percent were not able to find the gross pay- 
ment on a pay stub 

For literate adults it is difficult to realize the full impact of 
illiteracy. Certainly, personal correspondence is not possible 
Functional reading skills such as reading menus, phone books 
and labels are not within the ability of the ‘functionally 
illiterate." 

The population of adults who are unable to read or write is 
relatively young in age. Forty percent of illiterate adults are 
between the ages of 20 to 39, 28 percent are between the ages of 40 
and 59 and 32 percent are 60 or older. Youngsters whose parents 
are functionally illiterate are twice as likely as their peers to be 
functionally illiterate. It appears that the challenge of identifying 
and teaching adult illiterates is one that will face the United 
States well in to the 1990s and beyond 

The expense of addressing the issue reaches from the 
national level to the local communities. It has been estimated that 
five billion dollars a year in taxes goes to support people receiving 
public assistance who are unemployable due to illiteracy 
Americans who don't finish high school have two-thirds the life- 
time earning capacity of those who graduate. Those who do not 
finish elementary school have only half the lifetime earning 
capacity of high school graduates 

The United States government has attempted to address 
illiteracy. The 1986 federal budget for education was 18 billion 
dollars, of which about 1.1 billion was allocated for all types of 
adult basic education. In 1986-87, the federal government spent 17 
dollars per illiterate adult to aid literacy efforts. The United 
States Department of Education reports that 60 percent of 
American prison inmates are illiterate and 85 percent of all 
juvenile offenders have problems reading. The ramifications of 
illiteracy are pervasive and need support financially and in 
program development 

Some attempts at remediation are being made beyond the 
federal government. Businesses in some areas of the country are 
initiating programs. According to the American Council of Life 
Insurance, three-quarters of the Fortune 500 companies provide 
some level of remedial training for their workers, costing in the 
neighborhood of 300 million dollars per year and affecting eight 
million workers 

At the local level, a volunteer organization has been formed to 
work directly with students. Garrett County's Literacy Council 
was formed in 1987 with the objectives of training tutor volunteers 
and providing free tutoring for adult non-readers on a one to one 
basis

Vaccination of dogs and cats 
is the single most important 
measure which can be taken to 
prevent the spread of rabies to 
the human population, the 
spokesman said. Through 
vaccination, an effective bar- 
rier is erected between the wild- 
life population harboring the 
disease and human pet owners 
who are often in close contact 
with their dogs and cats 

Maryland law now requires 
that all dogs and cats four 
months of age and older have up 
to date rabies vaccinations, 
although pets of only three 
months of age can be brought to 
the clinics and properly 
protected through immuni- 
zation 

The cost of the vaccinations 
at the clinics is $3 per animal. 
Dogs should be brought to the 
clinic on a leash and under the 
control of a responsible 
individual at all times. Cats 
should be securely contained in 
a wire cage, cotton pillow case: 
or tightly closed box with suf- 
ficient airholes to prevent 
asphyxiation of the animal

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Huskies Hammer Cavaliers 


For 48-0 Opening Victory 


Coach Tom Vent and his Nor 
thern Huskies were expected to 
be one of the area's most im- 
proved teams this season and 
although one game does not a 
seasqn make, the Huskies open- 
ed with a bang last Friday night 
by hammering the Central 
Preston Cavaliers on their own 
turf, 48-0 

The Huskies maintained com- 
plete control of the game from 
the opening kickoff until the 
final buzzer, limiting the 
Cavaliers to just two first downs 
and only 36 yards in total of- 
fense, while the Northern offen- 
sive unit was compiling 19 first 
downs and 454 yards of total of- 
fense 

Darren McKenzie, who was 
one of the area's most outstan- 
ding players two years ago as a 
sophomore and missed most of 
last season because of a broken 
collarbone, led the Northern of- 
fensive attack by recording 281 
yards on only 16 carries and 
scoring five touchdowns. The

Pete Bittinger, probably the 
area's emaliest fullback at 140 
pounds, gained 111 yards on 18 
carries and scored the Huskies 
other two touchdowns.

The Huskies wasted no time 
taking control of the contest, as 
they scored 2] points in the first 
quarter and led 34-0 at halftime 
Bittinger opened the scoring 
with a one-yard run and McKen- 
zie followed with touchdown 
runs of 33- and 81 yards. He add- 
ed a 79-yard scoring jaunt and a 
seven-yard run in the second 
stanza 

Jon Houser, a 6-2, 181-pound 
sophomore, successfully kicked 
six of seven conversion points 
for the Huskies 

McKenzie added a 20-yard 
scoring run in the third period 
and Bittinger recorded the final 
six-pointer in the fourth quarter 
on a five-yard run 

The Cavaliers, who opened 
their season with a number of 
key personne! sidelined by in- 
jury, dropped to 0-3 

“We jumped on them real 
quick and they just couldn't 
recover,’ Vent stated. ‘I was 
really pleased with the play of 
our entire team. They made 
very few mistakes, especially 
for a first game. Our offensive 
line did an excellent job and 
Chad (Sines), Petey Bittinger, 
and Darren had outstanding 
games for us. Our defense real- 
ly played as a team." 

Vent said that he was a little 
uncomfortable with the lopsid- 
ed margin of victory because he 
said it looked like the Huskies 
were running up the score on 
the Cavaliers.

Herrington Manor 


Herrington Manor State Park 
will again play host to the 
Western Maryland Ski Open, 
the only American Water Skiing 
Association sanctioned com- 
petition in Western Maryland 
Some 40 participants from 
several states are expected to 
participate, according to Ray 
Humphrey, president and 
founder of the Western 
Maryland Water Skiing 
Association and vice president 
of the Maryland Water Skiing 
Federation. 

The competition will be a two- 
day, three-round slalom tourna- 
ment that will get underway on 
Herrington Manor Lake at 8 
a.m. Saturday, Sept. 16, con- 
tinue until about 5 p.m., and 
resume at 8 a.m. Sunday. It is 
expected to be completed at 
about 1 p.m. Sunday 

The participants, all of whom 
must be members of the AWSA, 
will be seeded going into Sun- 
day's competition depending 
upon how they finish in Satur- 
day's events. The winner of the 
tournament will be the skier 
with the best finish overall in 
the three rounds. 

Humphrey, a resident of 
Oakland, explained that the 
skiers are scored based upon 
the number of buoys they suc- 
cessfully navigate, the speed at 
which they travel, and the 
length of the rope. If the skier 
successfully navigates the six 
buoys at the base-line speed and 
length of rope, then on subse- 
quent runs the speed of the boat 
is increased by two-mile-per- 
hour increments and the rope is 
shortened by a specific number 
of inches until the skier is 
unable to complete the course 

Humphrey noted that the 
Western Maryland Open in- 
volves a special relationship 
that has developed between the 
sponsoring organization 
(theWestern Maryland Water 
Skiing Association) and the 
state of Maryland. 

“The Department of Natural 
Resources and particularly 
Roger Riley, the manager of 
Herrington Manor State Park, 
have been so cooperative with 
us,"’ Humphrey said. ‘Without 
Roger's assistance, it would

Government Checks 
Must Be Cashed 
Within 12 Months 


The Department of the 
Treasury, in carrying out a new 
Federal law, will require all 
Government checks to be 
cashed within 12 months of 
issuance or they will be 
cancelled, according to Elaine 
Watson, Social Security man- 
ager in Cumberland 

Presently, there is no time 
limit for cashing a U.S. Govern- 
ment check. Government 
checks issued on or after 
October 1, 1989, will contain a 
notation, ‘Void after one year." 
This means that a Government 
check issued on October 1, 1989, 
will be good until September 30, 
1990, after which it will be 
cancelled by the Treasury 
Department. Checks issued 
prior to October 1, 1989, will also 
be good until September 30, 
1990

There are also time limits for 
claims on Government checks 
issued after the effective date of 
the new law. Any claim on a 
Social Security or SSI check 
must be presented to a Social 
Security office within one year 
from the date of issuance. If 
there has been a claim of 
forgery or unauthorized 
endorsement, the Department 
of Treasury will have 18 months 
from the date a check is paid by 
Treasury to begin funds 
recovery action (presently, 
Treasury has six years and 180 
days to recover funds. ) 

“By significantly reducing 
the time period for cashing

checks, initiating claims 
against a check, and replacing 
Government checks, the 
Federal Government will 
greatly improve the financial 
management of its resources,”’ 
Watson said 

While the time frame in which 
to cash Government checks is 
affected, individuals do not lose 
entitlement to the payment of 
Social Security or SSI benefits.

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Yeutter Announces Provisions Of 
The 1989 Crop Disaster Program 


On September 1, Secretary of 
Agriculture Clayton Yeutter 
announced the provisions of the 
1989 crop disaster program and 
stated that payments will be 
made in generic commodity 
certificates. The program will 
be administered by the U.S 
Department of Agriculture's 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service (ASCS). 

“We stand ready to imple 
ment the Disaster Assistance 
Act of 1989 in a timely manner,” 
Yeutter said. ‘Our ASCS field 
staff will process disaster pay- 
ment requests as quickly as 
possible to get financial aid to 
those farmers who have suf- 
fered crop losses due to 
drought, excessive moisture 
and other perils."’

Applications for payments 
will be accepted by ASCS 
county offices September 15 
through April 2, 1990. To qualify 
for disaster payments, pro- 
ducers must submit production 
records no later than April 27, 
1990 

The value of a replacement 
crop will be used to determine 
the producer's disaster pay- 
ment for losses on the first crop 
However, the value will be 


determined by reducing the 
actual replacement crop 
production by 2 percent, then 
multiplying the result by an 
average market price 

Producers who are prevented 
from planting crops or whose 
crops are planted and sub 
sequently fail on land in a flood 
or flowage easement area will 
be eligible for disaster benefits 
even if such losses result from 
flooding 

Honey producers will be elig- 
ible for crop loss payments 
based on the difference between 
actual production per hive com- 
pared with historical produc- 
tion 

Producers will not be per- 
mitted to use multiple peril crop 
insurance yields for determin- 
ing losses under the 1989 dis- 
aster program 

Additional disaster payments 
to producers will not be made 
on crops that suffer losses re- 
sulting from reduced quality 
other than on nonprogram 
crops which are considered un- 
marketable. Seventy percent of 
the production that is determ- 
ined unmarketable by the 
county ASC committee will be 
excluded in calculating disaster 
benefits. 

Replanting assistance is 
available in the form of a cost- 
share payment for orchard and

Hints To Growers 


by Jim Simms

Storage of Vegetables 

Cabbage: Late fall or winter cabbage can be stored 
effectively several ways. After the cabbage is fully mature, and 
the weather is cool, or after the first night of frost, pull up with 
root attached, discarding the loose outer leaves and checking for 
insect infestation. Cabbage has a strong odor which can permeate 
other produce or spread through the house. In cellars, they can be 
hung up by their root, or wrapped in several sheets of newspaper 
tied with a string, and placed in a crate or box. Outdoor pits, 
trenches, and buried containers are all effective storage places. 

Potatoes: Both early and late varieties of potatoes can be 
stored, but the late varieties can be held much longer. Harvest 
after the vines have died down completely and when the ground is 
dry. Dig carefully to avoid bruising and allow the surface to dry. 
For 10 to 14 days after harvest they should be cured at 45-60 
degree F. in darkness. After this period, the optimum storage 
temperature is 40 degree F., lower temperatures tend to turn the 
starch to sugar and sprouting will occur. As the optimum 
temperature is higher than for most root crops, keep potatoes 
high up in the cellar if possible. In cellars they can be stored in 
crates or bins. Culling will be easier if they are not piled deeper 
than 12-18 inches. Potato sprouts should be removed when they 
appear, usually toward the end of winter. Early sprouting 
indicates too high storage temperatures, but may also be caused 
by gas given off by apples. Avoid storing apples and potatoes 
together as potatoes can also make apples musty. Potatoes turn 
green and become bitter if exposed to light. Cut off the green 
parts and discard 

Winter Squash and Pumpkins: There are many flavorful 
varieties of winter squash which can be cooked or eaten raw. The 
squash with the deepest orange flesh have the largest amounts of 
vitamin A. They must remain on the plant until fully mature. 
Maturity can be roughly estimated by pressure from the 
thumbnail on the fruit skin; if the skin is hard and impervious to 
scratching, the fruit is mature. Harvest squash and pumpkins 
before hard frost with a sharp knife, leaving at least one inch of 
stem attached. Fruit picked without the stem will soon decay 
around the stem scar. Handle carefully to avoid bruising the outer 
wall or stem. All winter squash and pumpkins should be cured in a 
warm, dry place for about 10 days at 75-65 degree F. and then 
stored in a warm (50-55 degree F.), dry area where the 
temperatures do not fluctuate too much. Examine every few 
weeks for mold; discard any contaminated produce and wipe the 
remaining squash carefully with a cloth made slightly oily with 
vegetable oil

Ag Affairs Assume Separate 
Identity At University Of Md. 


The agricultural affairs office 
in the University of Maryland 
Systern took on a new organ- 
izational structure and a new 
name beginning September 1 
On that date, the Office of Vice 
Chancellor for Agricultural 
Affairs officially became the 
Office of Vice Chancellor for 
Agriculture and Natural Re- 
sources 

This new structure replaces 
one which has been in place 
since 1985. It is intended to pro- 
vide a more statewide presence 
for agriculture and natural re- 
sources at the University of 
Maryland. To help achieve this 
aim, the vice chancellor's office 
has been separated from the 
offices of the dean for agri- 
culture and the dean for life 
sciences at the University of 
Maryland in College Park 

The new structure will 
broaden relationships among 
the Cooperative Extension 
Service, the Maryland Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station 
and the 11-campus University of 
Maryland System, according to 
Dr. Raymond J. Miller, who 
now becomes vice chancellor 
for agriculture and natural re- 
sources 

Dr. Miller had held the three 
positions of vice chancellor for 
agricultural affairs, dean of the 
College of Agriculture and dean 
of the College of Life Sciences 
since 1986 

Miller notes that Agriculture 
and Natural Resources — com- 
prised of Cooperative Extension 
and the Agricultural Experi-

ment Station — constitutes one 
of the larger entities in the 
University of Maryland System 
budget. It is the largest non- 
campus entity"in the system.

Points of Interest 

Last week I Attended the Agricultural Field Day at the 
Western Maryland Research and Educational Center and picked 
up a couple of interesting items to pass along to you 

There is a relatively new variety of apple on the market 
called “Gala.'’ This apple is fast replacing the Golden and Red 
Delicious. I sampled the apple and it was very tasty and crispy 
Also, the apple will store very well. At the market they sell for 
around $35 per bushel. 

A new pear called ‘‘Nashi'’ (Japanese Pear), which looks like 
a yellow apple, is fast becoming very popular. The fruit tastes 
just like a good pear but has the crispness of an apple. It sells in 
the market place for around $8 per bushel 

If you're thinking of planting some fruit trees, keep this apple 
and pear in mind. I am sure you will enjoy the fruit 

When Do You Harvest Corn Silage? 

The majority of the corn in the county is going to be later in 
maturing than usual. Hopefully, we can get a break in having a 
late frost. Harvesting corn for silage at the right stage of maturity 
is important for at least 3 reasons: 1) to get maximum yield of 
TDN per acre, 2) to have the moisture content of the ensiled corn 
at about 60 to 68% to ensure minimum field and storage losses, 
and 3) to ensure high palatability and maximum intake by 
animals. For maximum yield of dry matter and TDN per acre, 
corn should be harvested for silage when it reaches physiologic 
maturity. This is a point at which near maximum dry weight of 
grain has been reached. The most precise method of identifying 
physiologic maturity is to look for the ‘‘Black Layer"’ in the corn 
kernels. When corn reaches the point where all of the yield is 
made, several layers of cells near the tips of the kernels turn 
black, forming the ‘‘Black Layer.’’ Break an ear, remove a few 
kernels, and split them lengthwise. If mature, a ‘Black Layer’ 
will be visible near the tips of kernels. At maturity the grain 
contains 30 to 40% moisture. Under favorable moisture and 
fertility conditions, most of the leaves will be green and the grain 
will be in full dent stage

SEPTEMBER IS CHOLESTEROL MONTH 


Instead of writing yet another 
article on cholesterol, I would 
like to talk about nutrition 
aspects that I receive the most 
telephone inquiries about 
Reducing cholesterol is 
equivalent to good nutrition. if 
that is not understood, then a 
person's diet may be low on 
cholesterol and possibly even 
saturated fats, but it can still be 
deficient in other aspects. An 
overload on salt (sodium), fat, 
sugar and cholesterol is seen as 
the most frequent culprit in the 
American diet. We also take in 
an abundance of protein 
(mostly red meat). Deficiencies 
center around calcuim and iron 
and possibly complex carbo- 
hydrates. If fast foods are a 
steady diet, then vitamins 
(aside of calcium) may also be 
in short supply or even missing 
unless the meals are chosen 
very carefully 

Commerically made foods 
and meals often contain too 
much sodiurn and fat. The most 
inexpensive fat used is animal 
fat, palm oil, palm kernel oil 
and coconut fat. Those are also 
the ingredients highest in 
saturated fat. This means that 


the advertising of: ‘‘No animal 
fat,” “cooked in all vegetable 
oil,”’ ‘‘no cholesterol contained 
in this product” may not mean 
much if you have to be con- 
cerned about cholesterol. 

Only one thing will help you 
there — reading the label. Not 
the most exciting activity, I 
agree, but if you learn to look 
for specific words, it will not 
take much time or effort to 
bring home healthy foods 

A high proportion of 
saturated fats is contained in 
animal fats, butter, coconut oil, 
palm oil, hydrogenated shorten- 
ing, real sweet or sour cream, 
whole milk, whole milk cheese 
Low-fat cheese often contains a 
high amount of salt. Sugar may 
hide behind unfamiliar words 
like mannitol, sorbitol, 
turbinado sugar, inverted 
sugar, dextrin, dextrose, 
fructose, galactose, lactose, 
and maltose. 

Salt is easier to identify 
just look for sodium in its 
name: trisodium citrate, 
monosodium giutamate, 
anhydrous disodium phosphate, 
etc. Baking powder or baking 
soda also contain sodium.

A problem is, that, even 
though ingredients are listed in 
descending order of predo 
minance by weight, you still 
will not know how much is in the 
food 

Vegetables can be grouped 
into most-to-least nutritious if 
one looks at Vitamins A, B2, B3, 
and C and the content of iron, 
calcium and carbohydrates. 
Spinach is highest, then collard 
green, sweet potato, potato, 
kale, winter squash, broccoli, 
asparagus, brussels sprouts, 
tomatoes, rutabaga, carrots, 
frozen green peas, sweet corn, 
cauliflower, cabbage, etc. 

If we did the same thing with 
fruits, the list would look like 
this: watermelon, cantaloupe, 
mango, orange, grapefruit, 
banana, honeydew melon, 
strawberries, pear, peach, 
tangerine, apple, etc. We need 
to remember though that if we 
looked at specific other impor- 
tant nutrients, different 
vegetables and fruits might 
head the list 

Labeling on packaged food 
products is useful and infor- 
mative, but may be misleading 
by omission. If a product claims 
that it has “more iron than 
milk’’ then we have to be aware 
that milk is a poor source of 
iron. If a product ‘‘does not con- 
tain sugar,"’ it may still have 
honey or some of the other

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Former Local 
Teacher To Be 
Honored By PS¢ 


Dr. Melvin L. Brown, 
Cumberland, a former teacher 
and coach in Garrett County 
Schools, has been named a 
recipient of the Alumni 
Achievement Award for 1989 at 
Potomac State College of West 
Virginia University. A member 
of the class of 1938, he will be 
honored at the annual banquet 
of the Alumni Association dur- 
ing the Homecoming cele- 
bration, Saturday, October 14 

Established in 1975, the 
Alumni Achievement Award is 
made annually to an alumnus of 
the College who has had a 
distinguished career of excep 
tional accomplishment 

Dr. Brown has achieved 
national and international 
recognition in the field of 
biology through his teaching 
and the publication of books and 
scholarly articles 

An Emoryville, W.Va., 
native, he is a graduate of Elk 
Garden High School. He at- 
tended Potomac State College 
and then spent a year at 
Shepherd College, after which 
he returned to Minera! County 
to teach from 1939 to 1941. While 
in the U.S. Army Air Corps, he 
attended Maryville (Tenn. ) Col- 
lege in 1943 

He earned a bachelor of 
science degree from Fairmont 
State College in 1945 and a 
master of science degree from 
West Virginia University in 
1948. In 1957 he was awarded a 
doctor's degree in biology from 
the University 

After graduation from Fair- 
mont State College, Dr. Brown 
served as a teacher and coach 
in the Garrett (Md.) County 
schools from 1945 to 1952. While 
there he developed an outdoor 
education area and botanical 
garden through the activities of 
his science classes 

He then served as head of the 
science department of Beall 
High School, Frostburg, Md., 
until 1965. He was also a 
member of the surnmer school 
faculty at West Virginia Uni- 
versity from 1958 to 1965 and at 
the University of Maryland 
from 1961 to 1964 

He joined the faculty of Frost- 
burg State University in 1965 as 
professor of biology. He became 
department chairman in 1971 in 
which position he remained 
until his retirement in 1979 

He is presently a visiting pro- 
fessor at the University of 
Maryland and an adjunct pro- 
fessor at West Virginia Uni- 
versity 

Dr. Brown was the recipient 
of three grants and contracts 
from the United States Forest 
Service and the Maryland 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources. The former dealt with 
the study of mycorrhizae-tree 
species association on 
bituminous coal spoil. The 
latter two grants concerned 
resin crystallization in relation 
to the feeding of the white pine 
weevil and clear-cut forestry 
practices in western Maryland 

Through a grant from the 
National Science Foundation at 
the University of Maryland, he 
worked in England in the sum- 
mers of 1980 and 1981 and in the 
fall of 1982. His research took 
place at Kew Gardens as well as

Flu, Pneumonia 
Vaccine Clinics 
Are Scheduled 


Influenza and pneumonia 
vaccines will again be available 
through the Garrett County 
Health Department Clinics in 
October and November 

According to a Health Depart- 
ment spokesman, the influenza 
vaccine protects against three 
types of influenza viral infec- 
tions of the nose, throat, bron- 
chial tubes and lungs 
Accompanying symptoms may 
include fever, cough, chills, and 
soreness in the back, arms and 
legs. Most healthy people re- 
cover in a few days, however 
there are people who develop 
more serious complications 
The people at greatest risk of 
serious complications include 
the elderly and people with 


health problems such as 
chronic lung disease, heart 
disease, diabetes, kidney 


disease, and frequent respira- 
tory infections 

The pneumonia vaccine 
stimulates resistance to the 3 
most common types of pneu- 
monia. Like the flu viruses, 
pneumonia can be life threaten- 
ing, especially for people who 
are elderly or have chronik 
diseases. The spokesman 
emphasized that the pneurnonia 
vaccine is given only once and 
should provide lifetime protec 
tion 

The flu vaccination will be 
offered at a cost of $3.00. The 
cost of pneurnonia vaccinations 
is covered by Medicare and per- 
sons not covered by Medicare 
will be charged according to in- 
come with the maximum cost 
being $12

GCC Foundation 
To Raise Funds 
For Endowment 


A major effort is underway to 
launch a community-wide fund 
drive to raise an endowment for 
Garrett Community College, 
according to Don Storck, di- 
rector of Strategic Planning 
and Special Projects 

The state has introduced a 
matching grant program that 
will match dollar for dollar 
every private donation, up to 
$250,000. An endowment fund is 
a permanent support to the col- 
lege, Storck explained. Under 
the state's program, the 
principal amount in the endow- 
ment fund may never be ex- 
pended. Only interest and 
investment income may be 
spent each year. As a result, 
every contribution is a support 
for GCC in perpetuity 

A second feature of the GCC 
Foundation fund drive is the 
corporate challenge. Local 
corporations in Garrett County 
are joining together to issue a 
challenge to the community as 
they add their own contri- 
butions to the state match. An 
announcement is expected 
before October 1. The GCC 
Foundation anticipates the 
announcement that for every 
dollar donated up to the $250,000 
ceiling set by the state, GCC 
will receive three dollars in

State, County 
Jobless Rates 
Fall Significantly 


Nearly 56,000 additional! 
Maryland job-seekers were 
able to find work July 


enabling the state's estimated 
unemployment rate to drop 
from June's 4.3 percent to 3.9 
percent, according to statistics 
released by the Maryland 
Department of Economic and 
Employment Development 
(DEED) 

Maryland's July 1989 jobless 
rate is well below the 4.6 per- 
cent recorded for the state in 
July 1988 and it is the state's 
lowest unemployment rate on 
record for a July since 1970 
Maryland's unemployment rate 
in July also remained below 
July's national estimate of 5.3 
percent 

Garrett County's jobless rate 
dropped from 8.0 percent in 
June to 6.9 percent in July, over 
three points below the 1988 July 
rate of 10.2 percent 

“The drop in unemployment 
this month and the record levels 
of employment that we have 
seen over the past several 
months show that the current 
demands of our employer com 
munity are being met,’’ said 
DEED Secretary J. Randall 
Evans. ‘However, at DEED, 
we are aggressively developing 
training and retraining pro 
grams that will enable the labor 
force to continue meeting those 
needs in the future."’ 

Specifically, Maryland's 
labor force increased by 47,368 
persons from 2,566,764 in June 
to 2,614,132 in July. Employed 
persons climbed by 55,942 from 
2,455,688 to 2,511,630 while those 
unemployed dropped by 8,574 
persons 

In Garrett County, the 
workforce was 13,963 and there 
were 968 unemployed, 
pared to a June workforce of 
13,544 with 1,082 unemployed 

The expansion in employment 
was most notable in construc- 
tion, trade, services, finance 
and transportation industries

GCC Board Receives Financial 
Statements; Large Surplus Reported 


Garrett Community College 
had its largest surplus of the 
eighties during fiscal year 1969 
as the surplus reached $113,638 
The Board of Trustees reviewed 
its financial statements for the 
year at its Septernber meetirg 
John F. Culp, GCC Comptroller, 
said, ‘It was the best year we 
have seen at GCC since I have 
been here. The college had a 
substantia! surplus, reduced its 
long-term debt to only $18,000 
and had over 2.5 million dollars 
in unrestricted revenue." 


The report was presented by 
the college's independent 
auditor and certified public 
accountant, Jim Murray, of 
Rodeheaver and Associates 
Murray said, “Everything is 
positive about the college's fi 
nancial statements for fiscal 
year 1989 


GCC's Board of Trustees had 
adopted a plan in 1986 to reduce 
its deficit fund balance by 
Fiscal Year 1992 and the college 
is well ahead of schedule in 
achieving this goal 

According to Culp, the signifi- 
cant rise in student enrollment 
and the budget measures 
adopted three years ago are pri- 
marily responsible for the col- 
lege’s improved financial 
standing. Credit enrollment 
was up nearly 30%, and tuition 


and fees were up over 104% 
Another area of significant rise 
was in Federal grants and con 
tracts which includes student fi 
nancial aid and federal grants 
Federal grants and contracts 
were up 39%, from $328,007 in 
1988 to $455,643 in F'Y'89 

The college saw an increase 
in its plant fund for land, build 
ings, and improvements of 
$85,172. The increase was pri 
marily attributable to the reno 
vation of the old Mining Center 
to the new Community and Con 
tinuing Education Center. The 
furniture and equipment line 
rose $125,516 due to purchases 
including a new computer lab 
for student use 

One of the more noticeable 
improvements in GCC's 
nances was the long-term debt 
being reduced by 69% from 
$59,245 to just $18,490. The debt 
has been reduced 
$96 000 since 1987 

GCC president Steve 
Herman wrapped up by saying 

The leadership in the Fi 
nancial area has helped the col 
lege turn its finances from a lia 
bility to one of its greatest 
strengths." Herman thanked 
the Board of Trustees, the 
Faculty and Staff, and the 
County Commissioners for 
playing a major role in GCC's 
Financial Picture

Special Apprenticeship Training 


When business people talk of 
the future, they often talk about 
high-tech, white-collar jobs 
The same goes for most 
teachers and college professors 
who urge their students to 
pursue scientific careers or 
management positions 

But who is going to build all of 
those office buildings. Who is 
going to construct the roads 
that lead to all of those centers 
of high technology’ 

In order to help address these 
concerns, Garrett Community 
College has entered into an 
agreement with the Associated 
Builders and Contractors, Inc 
(ABC), to provide a program 
that trains individuals in con- 
struction trades, engineering, 
and related fields. The program 
is somewhat unique in that the 
individual receives the training 
through actual employment 
during the day and classroom 
work two evenings each week 

“The average age of the con- 
struction worker today is 47, 
which means that in the not-too- 
distant future there will be a 


drastic need for men and 
women in that field,"’ stated 
Joan L. Warner, director of 


education for ABC. “By 1990 in 
the United States there will be a 
need for 1.9 million new people 
in the construction trade. The 
concern is, where will they 
come from’" 

ABC's apprenticeship train- 
ing program is ‘‘comparable to 
college and provides both voca- 
tional training and education," 
Ms. Warner said. ‘‘Through the 
program, a person could 
possibly, at the age of 22, be a 
and make good

money.’ 
The program is open both to 
companies that want more 
training for their workers and 
to individuals who want to learn 
trade skills. People who are in- 


terested in the program, but are 
not currently employed, will be 
referred to area employers to 
apply for a job 

Ms. Warner said that the ap- 
prentice works during the day 
to receive on-the-job training, 
plus his salary, and then at- 
tends classes two nights a week 
from September through April 
The program lasts for three or 
four years, depending on the 
field. Classes to be offered are 
carpentry; electrical; heating, 
ventilation, and air condition- 
ing; masonry; plumbing; and 
sheet metal. Lovally. the

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A Major Blunder . 


Anybody who reads this column, even on an 
occasional basis, probably knows that this 
newspaper is a great proponent of education and, in 
general, a strong supporter of the Garrett County 
Board of Education. However, we have a bone to 
pick with the board this week concerning the 
counseling situation in our two high schools. 

Last year Southern High School went about two 
months without a third guidance counselor after a 
vacancy occurred. It was decided not to fill the 
vacancy right away, supposedly because it would be 
too ‘‘confusing"’ for the students to adjust to a new 
counselor. It was a perfect opportunity to hire a 
fernale counselor and logic would dictate that this is 
precisely what would be done. Instead, in a quick 
decision, a third male counselor was hired. So now, 
at Southern High School, where the female student 
population exceeds 400, there are no female 
counselors 

That's only half of it, though, because at 
Northern High School, where there is a male student 
population of over 200, there are two female and no 
male counselors 

We find this situation incredible. We want to 
state clearly that this column is in no way attacking 
the competency of the persons who hold these 
counseling positions. Every one of them may be 
highly skilled professionals. However, there is 
absolutely no doubt in our minds that a significant 
number of female students simply cannot and will 
not share their troubles with any male counselor. 
And they shouldn't have to. 

Although we don’t think it is quite as difficult for 
boys to talk to female counselors, there are still 
undoubtedly situations where a male counselor 
would best serve their needs. 

We also understand that there was no 
advertising done to fill the vacancy at Southern. Yet 
we have two universities within an hour of Garrett 
County that have excellent counseling programs and 
yraduate a number of competent counselors of 
both sexes. Were they contacted? 

This was a major blunder by the Board of 
Education, one that should be swiftly rectified. What 
is best for the students should be their number one 
concern in all matters 
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maintain a good job. Talk about 
vetting your head beat into a 
wall'' Social Services is telling 
you that not just anyone can 
watch your children I'm

care program, however, my 
children (luckily) were able to 
remain in this same day care 
home which I have been totally 
satisfied with 

Let me state that according to 
Social Services, the federal 
government seems (or is this a 
fallacy”) to regulate who can 
take care of our children and 
how many hours they can 
WITHOUT being a registered 
day care person. If the person 
has not been certified and is 
watching your child(ren) over 
20 hours per month, Social 
Services will step in and put a 
stop to it. I know this for a fact, 
as it happened to a friend of 
mine who had her babysitter 
turned in for not being certified 

Now, let me get to the point 
For the past two years my 
children, who attend Accident 
Elementary School, have been 
riding bus 2A after school and 
getting off at the home of my 
day care provider on the Hoyes- 
Sang Run Road. Usually, there 
have been no problems with my 
special bus requests. This year 
it's different they have been 
denied by the Transportation 
Department due to overcrowd- 
ing on the bus. My question 
now what do I do’ 

Let me also state that day 
care in the McHenry/Accident 
area is almost nonexistent; the 
ones they do have are filled 
therefore by this denial, | am 
losing my day care provider 
and will be forced to place my 
children in a nonregistered 
home if it cores down to that 

Who is responsible? Every- 
one appears to be ‘passing the 
buck The Transportation 
Department has not been 
allocated enough money to put 
new buses on the routes and 
appears to blame the Board of 
Education for not giving them 
enough money the BOE 
blames the Cormmissioners |or 
not giving the BOE enough 
money; and the Commissioners 
claim they give the BOF the 
money and its up to the BOE to 
allocate accordingly. | can 
understand all sides of this 
issue, however, what do I do in 
the meantime” 

I'm very angry over the 
whole mess. | arn losing my day 
care provider over this action 
by the BOE and now I don't 
have anyone to care for my 
young children while trying to

2. The BOE/Social Services 
can pay my salary in order to 
get off work to be at the bus stop 
to meet my children after 
school each day and to be with 
thern on days there is no school; 
or, 

3. I'll quit work altogether 
because | don't have a certified 
day care provider caring for my 
children and be another 
statistic for welfare 

I have heard 

latchkey"’ children. In my 
opinion, this is out of the 
question as my children are too 
little to be left alone for any 
reason. With overcrowding on 
these buses and the BOE's 
denial! of special bus passes for 
children with working parents, 
could this not happen here’ 
Shouldn't the BOE take special 
care with these requests in 
order for this not to happen in 
our society here’ 

The children are the respon- 
sibility of the parents. I am 
responsible with my two, how- 
ever here I am having the BOE 
telling me my children can't get 
off the bus at the home of my 
day care provider and Social 
Services possibly laying in wait 
to pounce on who ever it is I find 
to care for my children who is 
not certified 

Once again, what do I do’ 
Who is responsible in this 
matter? I need my special 
request approved for my 
children to ride this bus home in 
the evenings.

To the Editor 

As a concerned day care 
center and parents, we fee! that 
the public has a right to know 
the difficulties we've had in try- 
ing to keep our children safe 

We have called, written, and 
requested to change the desig- 
nated bus stop on Deer Park 
Avenue in Mt. Lake Park. We 
have followed the proper chan- 
nels, but we have not received 
any satisfaction 

We feel that we have a legiti- 
mate right to have the bus stop 
changed back to the original 


stop due to unsafe conditions 
The bus driver is in complete 
agreement with us. He feels 
that it is a much safer place to 
board children. He has even 
tried to change the stop back to 
Washington Avenue (our pro 
posed stop) 

As a registered day care 
center, we are responsible for 
boarding up to 12 children at 
any one time. The ages of the 
children range from kinder- 
garten through third grade, but 
most of these children are in 
kindergarten and first grade 

The present bus stop is in a 
dip on Deer Park Avenue which 
offers very poor sight distance, 
especially since most of the 
traffic ignores the 25 mph speed 
limit. The waffic volume on this 
street is high since it provides a 
main artery in Mt. Lake Park 
This route is used by people 
going to Dennett Road, Broad 
Ford, and Southern High 
Schools. Consequently, there is 
a large amount of ‘‘cruising"’ 
activity going on when school 
begins and lets out. This street 
has a substantial grade going 
into the dip where the present 
stop is located. Furthermore, 
this area becomes very slick 
during the winter. The few 
vehicles that do obey the 25 mph 
speed limit would still find it 
difficult to stop during times 
that the roads are icy or snow 
covered. Also, the children 
must cross the street to board 
the bus. Twelve children at the 
present bus stop location is un 
safe and unnecessary. There 
has already been one high 
school student struck and killed 
by a car at this location. How 
many more children have to be 
hurt or killed before our plea is 
taken seriously” 

We are not saying the walk is 
too long for the children. Our 
complaint is that there is no 
safe place for them to walk or 
wait except on the main road 

The reason our request was 
turned down was because the 
regulations guidelines say there 
must be at least one-fourth mile 
between stops. This is fine if 
sidewalks are provided, but 
there are none. Also, it is a fact 
that several buses have as 
many as three stops within a 
one-fourth mile 

We agree that some regu- 
lations are necessary. How- 
ever, we feel that the safety of 
the children is much more 
important than some regu- 
lations that do not apply to 
every situation. Why is it okay 
for some but not others? 

Why is it apparent that there 
are some people against day 
care centers” We've been told if 
we want transportation, then 
we should buy a van or bus. It is 
up to us to provide safe day care 
for children of working parents 

not to transport children to 
and from public schools

I am a Garrett County day 
care provider located on Hoyes 
Sang Run Road in Friendsville 
On September 5 I was notified 
by the Accident Elementary 
School that four of my after- 
school day care children would 
not be permitted to get off the 
bus at my home because of 
overcrowdedness. Several of 
my day care parents and other 
day care providers have noti- 
fied Mr. Mike Sines and Mr 
Jim Morrison (Board of Edu- 
cation) with no results. I was 
told that any decisions regard- 
ing this issue probably would 
not be resolved until the end of 
September. What do these 
parents do in the meantime” 

Every September we face this 
problem. Normally the problem 
is straightened out the first 
week of school. In the mean- 
time, some parents have had to 
either cut their work days short, 
allow their children to go home 
alone, or to use unregistered 
homes. | presently have one 
parent who picks up one child at 
my home and now has to go to 
an unlicensed home to pick up 
her other child. This is ridicu- 
lous! I really respect parents 
who use registered homes, but 
with this bus problem who can 
blame them for using an un- 
licensed home 

1 feel this problern has been 
going on for too long. I think the 
problem should be resolved at 
the end of a school year The 
schools already have somewhat 
of an idea how many kinder- 
gartners to expect and, with the 
exception of a few new stu- 
dents, this should not be a prob- 
lem. Now all my day care 
parents who thought they had 
after-school care for their chil- 
dren were all of a sudden noti- 
fied they don't. The law states 
that persons needing child care 
must use a licensed home or a 
relative for care. What if they 
can't count on relatives or in 
this busing situation can't even 
use a licensed home” 

I urge all providers and 
parents in this situation to get 
involved and find out what you 
can do to help. Even if you pres- 
ently have no problem, speak 
up! A lot of us didn’t think this 
would happen to us either

I want to make it perfectly 
clear that I am appalled by the 
Friendsville Town Council de- 
cision of September 19, 1989 
They decided to have a public 
hearing to rescind the zoning 
ordinance 

I wonder if the people of 
Friendsville understand what 
this means 

If the zoning ordinance is 
repealed, anyone from any- 
where could buy, build or use a 
lot or building next to your 
home and use it for anything 
they want, like a coal washing 
plant, garbage collection area, 
or laundromat-car wash 

On August 15, 1989, I pre- 
sented these findings to the 
Town Council of Friendsville 

1. Council President Joe Sessa 
is in multiple zoning violations 
2. Councilman James Spear is 
in zoning violation 

3. Councilwoman Alice Spear 
is in zoning violation 

You may also be interested 
that councilman Terry Spear is 
atternpting to have his property 
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zoning changed to allow a car 
wash-laundromat to be built 
across from my location. I say 
‘attempting’ because my land- 
lord's other property is also ad- 
jacent to Terry's property. My 
landlord had the Circuit Court 
of Garrett County change a de- 
cision made by Town Council to 
allow Terry his zoning change 
from RI to commercial 

My landlord simply did not 
want a laundromat across from 
his possible future home 

I believe that council decided 
to have their lawyer give me a 
cease and desist order to my 
kayak-building business based 
on the fact that my landlord ap- 
pealed councilman Terry 
Spear's zoning changes and 
won. I think Terry hoped that 
my landlord would see my hard- 
ship and drop his appeal. This 
did not happen; I am still 
unable to build kayaks here. It 
has been four and a half 
months 

The laundromat is not built 
due to the fact that a second ap- 
peal is scheduled for October 20, 
1989, for the same zoning 
change 

Now, understanding 
council members Joe Sessa, 
Terry Spear, Alice Spear and 
James Spear all have a possible 
personal interest that the zon- 
ing ordinance be repealed, can 
you see why these four people 
abstained from voting on this 
issue” 

Only two town councilmen out 
of six voted. Mayor Schlosnagle 
was also in favor. | asked one of 
the two council members who 
did vote, why is the zoning ordi- 
nance being repealed” In short, 
she explained ‘‘because of the 
mess we have with zoning.” | 
asked, ‘‘What mess”’’ She 
wouldn't reply 

In short, I think council wants 
to have the zoning repealed to 
save their own interests. I don’t 
think that is a good reason. Why 
don't they just adopt a new ordi- 
nance that suits the com- 
munities interests and needs’ 
Towns do this all across the 
United States as an update of 
law to accommodate the town's 
growth and needs 

If you just recently invested 
in commercial property in 
Friendsville, do you think that it 
will be worth the same amount 
now as it will be if the zoning is 
repealed? You may want to call 
your realtor or lawyer on this 
matter. Then, to those of you 
whom this may concern, you 
should make sure to be at the 
public hearing. The Republican 
is publishing notice of the hear- 
ing in today's issue (October 9, 
at 7:30 p.m.) 

Imagine if Deep Creek Lake, 
Oakland, Baltimore, or An- 
napolis decided to do this. I 
hope they don't get any ideas

DRUGS: PUBLIC ATTITUDES MUST CHANGE 
by Governor William Donald Schaefer 

I recently went to the White House to hear President Bush 
talk about his new initiative to combat drugs. Drugs are a na- 
tional crisis and a very serious problem in Maryland. As I listened 
to President Bush talk about his plan to deal with the crisis, 1 was 
again reminded of the very heavy responsibilities of his office 

His plan is a good start. It attacks the problem of drugs on 
several fronts education, treatment and enforcement. Of 
course, there was some immediate criticism of his plan. And 
some people say that $8 billion to combat drugs is not enough. | 
say let's not argue about how to deal with the problem or about 
how much to spend 

It is much more important to take whatever resources we 
have and to make a start. We can do something about drugs in our 
neighborhoods and in our cities and towns. That's why we con 
vened the drug summit in Maryland last May. More recently, we 
brought together representatives of the media — newspaper edi 
tors, radio and television people, publishers to talk about 
drugs 

We brought all these people together to help us find ways to 
change the way people think about drugs. We want the citizens of 
Maryland to understand just what the problem is and what they 
can do — as individuals — to help us solve it 

In the past, during times of great national crisis — like World 
War II — our nation closed ranks. Partisan politics was put aside 
Every citizen, the government, the media, all joined the war ef- 
fort and supported our troops in battle 

And we should do that now. Everyone needs to get involved in 
our efforts to curb the use of drugs. The media can play an impor- 
tant role — just as it did during World War II — to help rally the 
nation 

I can rernember movies, radio programs, songs and news- 
paper headlines that helped bring the people together to defend 
the country. That's what we need now to defend our country 
against the drug dealers 

I am very concerned that some people still don't realize just 
how serious a problem we face. I get very angry when | hear 
someone talk about the casual or ‘‘recreational’’ use of drugs 

There is nothing casual! or recreational about drugs. Using 
drugs is not fun and games. People who use drugs — anyone whe 
uses drugs — is breaking the law. Even if they only use drugs once 
in a while at home on the weekends. People who do this are a 
major part of the drug problem 

Why” Because these so-called 
idea that drug use is okay 
people 
smart 

When someone uses drugs at a party or when they are out 
with others, they give people the idea that drug use is socially 
acceptable 

They also help sustain the market for drugs 
buys drugs or uses drugs is helping the enemy in our war on 
drugs 

President Bush has given us a sound plan. It includes treat- 
ment for those who use drugs, punishment for those convicted of 
dealing in drugs, and action to cut off the supply of drugs 

In Maryland we will do whatever is necessary to support the 
President. Last year the General Assembly passed a series of 
stringent new laws aimed at drug suppliers. We significantly in- 
creased the penalties for drug kingpins, gave the state the power 
to seize assets gained through drug sales, and created drug-free 
zones around our schools. This year we plan to propose new legis- 
lation that will focus on penalties for the user 

Our message is simple: using drugs is not *, it’s not 
smart, it's not grown up and it’s not glamorous. Using drugs is 
dumb. It's stupid. People who use drugs or deal in drugs in Mary- 
land are losers. They will be caught and, when convicted, they 
will be punished 

If you have ideas or suggestions to help us fight our war on 
drugs, or if you want to know what you can do to help us win this 
battle, I want to hear from you. I hope you will write to me

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Huskies Flatten Hancock 


For Second Straight Win 


The Northern Huskies had no 
trouble picking up their second 
win of the season in as many 
starts Friday night by ripping 
Hancock, 39-0, on the Southern 
High School field. The contest 
was played in wet, muddy con- 
ditions as steady rain fell 
throughout the entire second 
half 

Darren McKenzie spearhead- 
ed the Huskies’ offensive at- 
tack, rushing for 186 yards on 16 
carries, and scoring four 
touchdowns.

Specific statistics on the con-

Hancock dropped to 0-2 on the

Maryland SAT 
Scores 11 Points 
Above U.S. Marks 


Maryland's college-bound 
students improved their overall 
scores on the Scholastic 
Aptitude Test (SAT) by six 
points and outscored their 
counterparts across the U.S. by 
1] points in 1989, State School 
Superintendent Joseph L 
Shilling announced this week 

Black and other minority 
students in Maryland continued 
to outperform their counter- 
parts nationally, according to 
the report on the test issued by 
the College Board 

“In the past decade Mary- 
land's college-bound students 
have shown consistent progress 
toward acquiring the kind of 
skills and content essential to 
success in college ,’* Dr. Shilling 
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improve their scores and they 
remain significantly above 
their peers nationally and 
compared to surrounding 
states." 

“These results,'’ the Superin- 
tendent continued, ‘suggest 
that Maryland's college-bound 
students are taking a signifi- 
cant number of college- 
preparatory courses and that 
the courses are rigorous and of 
high quality." 

10-Year Trend Is Up 

Maryland students scored 480 
on the math portion of the SAT, 
up five points from last year 
and four points above the 
national level of 476. On the 
verbal test, the state's students 
scored 434, one point higher 
than last year and seven points 
above the national average of 
4z7 

Over the past 10 years, SAT 
verbal scores for Maryland's 
college-bound students have 
gone up eight points and the 
math scores have gone up 16 
points. U.S. verbal scores are 
the same this year as they were 
10 years ago, while math scores 
have gone up nine points 

The state's college-bound 
black students have made even 
greater gains. In 1989 their 
overall scores were 13 points 
above their counterparts across 
the nation. On the verbal test, 
Maryland's black students 
scored 359 compared with the 
national average score for 
black students of 351. In math, 
Maryland's black students 
scored 391, five points above the 
national score for black 
students 

Over the past 10 years, Mary- 
land's black college-bound 
students have improved their 
SAT scores by 26 points on the 
verbal test and 35 points in 
math. Nationally, scores of 
black students have gone up 21 
points on the verbal test and 28 
points on the math test 

Black students represented 20 
percent of the Maryland col- 
lege-bound students taking the 
SAT, while nationally 10 per- 
cent of the test takers were 
black. 

More Maryland students 
achieved high scores on the SAT 
than students nationally. On the 
verbal test, four percent of the 
state's students and three per- 
cent of U.S. students scored 
above 650 out of a possible 800 
top score. On the math test, 11 
percent of Maryland students 
and 10 percent of U.S. students 
scored above 650 

High Rate of 

Participation, High Scores 

Maryland students distin- 
guished themselves also by a 
combination of a relatively high 
participation rate — 60 percent 
of students taking the SAT 
and high scores. A high par- 
ticipation rate is generally 
associated with lower scores 
because it may mean that more 
students of average or lower 
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performance on the SAT, State 
officials pointed to several indi- 
cators reported by the College 
Board that Maryland students 
take more years of study in the 
more challenging academic 
areas 

The College Board reported 
that 48 percent of Maryland 
students, compared with 39 per- 
cent of students nationally, took 
an average of five major 
academic subjects during each 
of their four years of high 
school 

In math, 67 percent of Mary- 
land students and 64 percent of 
U.S. students took four or more 
units of study. Twenty-five per- 
cent of Maryland students and 
20 percent of U.S. students took 
honors courses in math 

Maryland students also out- 
scored their counterparts 
nationally in most academic 
achievement tests admin- 
istered by the College Board in 
conjunction with the SAT. In 
English composition, 32 percent 
of the state's students and 25 
percent of U.S. students scored 
600 or above. In advanced math, 
45 percent of Maryland students 
and 40 percent of U.S. students 
scored 700 or above

were found in eating and drink- 
ing establishments, as well as 
special trade contractors, food 
stores, amusement services, 
real estate agencies and truck- 
ing companies 

On the other hand, vacation 
shut-downs and seasonal reduc- 
tions were evident in apparel 
and textile manufacturing and 
in local transportation com- 
panies. In addition, seasonal 
staff reductions in local school 
systems accounted for 17,100 
fewer jobs in the government 
sector 

In the Baltimore metro- 
politan area, the jobless rate 
eased down to 4.3 percent in 
July from June's 4.8 percent 
This represented a decline of 
4,618 unemployed persons. All 
of the area's local jurisdictions, 
except Harford and Queen 
Anne's counties, shared in the 
decline 

Baltimore City’s unemploy- 
ment rate of 6.5 percent is the 
lowest rate for the city since 
1980. In that area, seasonal hir- 
ing boosted employment pay- 
rolls in construction, health ser- 
vices and ship and boat repair 

In Western Maryland, the job- 
less rate fell slightly from 6.3 
percent to 6.2 percent and com- 
pares favorably with July 1988's 
rate of 7.9 percent. Washington 
County was the only jurisdiction 
to show increased unemploy- 
ment, from 4.6 to 4.8 percent, 
due to seasonal layoffs in manu- 
facturing 

The estimated unemployment 
rate fell from 3.4 to 2.9 percent 
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in the Maryland suburbs of the 
Washington, D.C. metropolitan 
area. All of the jurisdictions 
showed a downward trend over 
the month except in Frederick 
County, where the recorded 3.1 
percent remained the same. In- 
creased hiring, evident 
throughout the state, was re- 
flected also in the D.C. area 
where there were employment 
gains in local government, cor- 
struction and amusement ser- 
vices 

On the Eastern Shore and 
Southern Maryland areas, the 
unemployment rate rose 
slightly to 5.3 percent in July, 
up from June's 5.2 percent. The 
most notable change was in 
Cecil County where the 
unemployment rate climbed to 
9.4 percent from June's 6.1 per- 
cent as the result of workers 
being laid off from auto plants 
in Delaware 

Somerset County enjoyed a 
higher employment rate due to 
seasonal hiring in agriculture 
and seafood processing. How- 
ever, unemployment grew in 
Kent and Dorchester counties 
due to vacation shutdowns 

Statewide, local unemploy- 
ment rates in July ranged from 
a low of 2.5 percent in Howard, 
Montgomery and Worcester 
counties to a high of 9.4 percent 
in Cecil County

4 cup good, unprocessed peanut butter 

1% cups hot water 

3 tablespoons cider vinegar 

1‘2-2 tablespoons tamari sauce 

%4 cup toasted sesame seeds 

4%. tablespoons Chinese sesame oil 

lg teaspoon crushed hot red pepper 

\% Ib. tofu (cut into small chunks)

In a medium sized saucepan, combine the peanut 

butter and the hot water, stirring with a whisk until 
they form a smooth mixture. Add the vinegar, 
tamari, sesame seeds, sesame oil, crushed red 
pepper (or cayenne) and tofu chunks. Stir until 
blended. Set aside for now. Open your package of 
ramen noodles, discover the enclosed tiny envelope of 
“flavor mix,”’ and throw it away in the garbage. Set 
the noodles aside. Begin boiling about a quart and a 
half of water in a large saucepan. Take the medium 
cucumber, peel it if necessary (i.e., if it's waxed), and 
cut it lengthwise down the center. Remove and 
discard the seeds. Slice (or coarsely grate) the 
cucumber into very thin strips. Heat the peanut sauce 
over a low flame, and add the noodles to the boiling 
water. Boil them for 3 minutes only, then drain well, 
and mix with the sauce. Serve in individual bowls, 
topped generously with strips of cucumber, minced 
scallion, and chopped nuts.

BROCCOLI-MUSHROOM-TOFU SALAD 
3 cakes of tofu, pressed and cubed 
1 large bunch broccoli

Like 
the good shepherd, God ts con 
cerned about the everyday needs 
of members of his flock

This 34th chapter of Ezekiel is 
not only a prophecy of consola 
tion and hope to those who have 
suffered, but a warning to the 
shepherds of Israel, the leaders 
who have served themselves and 
neglected the people. ‘Ho, she 
pherds of Israel who have been 
feeding yourselves! Should not 
shepherds feed the sheep?... The 
weak you have not strengthened 
the sick you have not healed, the 
crippled you have not bound up, 
the strayed you have not brought 
back, the lost you have not sought 
and with force and harshness you

State Addresses 


Vismedication Of 
Senior Citizens 


Governor William Donald 
Schaefer has announced a 
program aimed at curbing the 
problem of mismedication 
among Maryland's senior 
citizens receiving Medical 
Assistance 

A recent report of the 
Inspector General of the U.S 
Department of Health and 
Human Services examined the 
widespread problem of mis- 
medication among older adults, 
many of whom are prescribed 
medications by more than one 
doctor. The report noted that 
while individuals 65 or older 
constitute 12 percent of the 
country's population, they use 
30 percent of the prescriptions 
and 4 percent of over-the- 
counter medications 

“The danger arises because 
some doctors may not be aware 
that their patients are taking 
other drugs, and could 
prescribe something that may 
cause a harmful drug inter- 
action,"’ Governor Schaefer 
said in remarks to the Mary- 
land Office on Aging Con- 
ference held recently in 
Columbia 

The program will be admin- 
istered by the Maryland 
Department of Health and 
Mental Hygiene (DHMH) 

Under the program, the 
DHMH Medical Care 
Compliance Administration will 
send letters to about 5,000 
Medicaid and Pharmacy 
Assistance recipients who are 
65 and older and have been 
identified as receiving prescrip 
tion drugs from more than one 
prescriber. The letter lists the 
prescriptions dispensed in a 30 
day period, the names of the 
prescribers and the order and 
fill dates. The patients are 
encouraged to share this infor- 
mation with their doctor at the 
next appointment 

“The purpose of this is to 
encourage Medicaid recipients 
to be knowledgeable and 
responsible in their use of 
prescription drugs, and for 
doctors to consider alternative 
drugs when there is the 
potential for dangerous drug 


interaction,”"’ said Governor 
Schaefer 
In fiscal year 1988, $20 


million, or 35 percent of 
Medicaid pharmacy payments 
was paid on behalf of recipients 
6 or older. An additional #44 
million was paid on behalf of 
Phermacyw Assiatance 
recipients 65 or older. While 
21,000 of the users are in nursing 
facilities, more than 26,000 live 
in the community in a largely 
unsupervised environment. Of 
that 26,000, almost 2 percent 
received a subsequent prescrip 
tion from a different prescriber

Update on Lyme’s Disease 

In an earlier news note | informed you about the seriousness 
of Lyme’s Disease that is carried by the Deer Tick. A couple of 
weeks ago a person brought a Deer Tick to me that had bitten her. 
Last week she stopped by and said her doctor had confirmed a 
positive test and that she had contacted Lyme's Disease. If you 
would like more information on the Lyme's Disease contact my 
office. 

Clean Up Your Garden 

One of the most effective ways of reducing weeds, insects and 
diseases in your garden is to clean it up. Remove all of the vege- 
tation from the area. The old vegetable plants and weeds will har- 
bor many insects and diseases that can attack your plants next 
year. Also, it is a good practice to sow a small grain such as Rye 
to provide a cover crop for winter and early spring. Sow 4 lbs. of 
Rye per 1,000 sq. ft. Next spring plow the Rye down for fertilizer 

Organic-Grown Fruits and Vegetables 

The demand for organic-grown produce is increasing tremen- 
dously. Over the past two years chemical pesticides have re- 
ceived a lot of bad publicity. Personally, I don't see how we could 
even come close to supplying the food needs without the use of 
pesticides; however, I arm sure there could be a reduced amount 
used without affecting production. On the other hand, many 
people will pay more for fruit and vegetables that are organically 
grown even if the quality is not as good. You, as a producer, must 
have more money for the product because of lower yields. If you 
are interested in becoming an organic grower, let me know. We 
are going to try to get a group of growers for organic products 
This winter we will have workshops on techniques for growing 
organically.

Congress should carefully 
consider the effects of federal 
crop programs on the livestock 
industry as it drafts the 1990 
farm bill, the American Farm 
Bureau Federation told the 
Senate Agriculture Committee. 
Dave McClure, president of the 
Montana Farm Bureau, told the 
committee that feed costs 
account for about half the total 
production costs for livestock 
and poultry producers. 

Citing figures for 1988 show- 
ing feed expenses at $21 billion, 
McClure said, “‘A 10-cents per 
bushel shift in prices due to 
farm programs results in a 
$500-million change in feed 
costs"’ for livestock producers. 
He told the committee that live- 
stock producers are very much 
concerned about farm program 
crops pricing policy, acreage 
reduction programs and 
commodity stocks policies. 
“These farm program tools 
affect the price and availability 
of feedstuffs which have a 
major impact on the profit- 
ability of livestock 
enterprises,’ according to

The Montana farmer and 
rancher added that the price 
support loan programs was 
designed as a marketing tool for 
grain producers.

Congress must keep in mind 
the balance wheel relationship 
between crop and livestock 
production when developing the 
1990 farm bill, said McClure 
“We must make sure that one 
group does not benefit at the 
expense of others.” 

The Montana farmer and 
rancher also told the committee 
that increasingly stringent 
environmental constraints 
placed on agriculture are 
affecting the ability to produce 
food and fiber. ‘‘While it is easy 
for someone else to say what 
should be done in a farming or 
ranching operation, it's the role 
of the farmer as a manager of 
resources to actually make 
production decisions,’ McClure 
said. ‘As long as the focus is on 
what is feasible from a manage- 
ment standpoint, strides can be 
made in improving the 
environment."

HOW FAR WE'VE COME 

Editor’s Note: The following are excerpts from a speech 
presented by American Farm Bureau Federation President Dean 
Kleckner to a rural-urban luncheon in Modesto, California, on 
August 14. The comments describe how far we've come in 75 
years in terms of the variety, quality and year-round availability 
of food products, as well as the farmers’ role as the care taker of 
the land. 

Seventy-five years is a mighty long time, expecially when 
measured against the background of this young nation. Just think 
of all of the changes in farming and everything else that has taken 
place in 75 years. Back then, a penny still counted. “A penny 
saved was a penny earned." These days we're talking about doing 
away with a penny because it has so little value. Today, A dollar 
saved is ten cents earned. Humorists tell us it takes ten times as 
much money to live beyond our means now than it did 75 years 
ago 

Back then, off-season fresh fruit and vegetables were 
curiosities. Most people didn’t know about grapefruit, head 
lettuce or most of the table grape varieties. Back then, you 
carried your own bag, basket or box to the grocery store because 
they didn't heve paper sacks 

Most of what you bought came in bulk anyway, hundred- 
pound sacks of sugar and flour. Dry beans, rice, peanuts and lots 
of other things sat around the store in sacks and bins and were 
sold by the pound. Pickles were in barrels, crackers came in tins 
Fresh milk meant you kept a goat or cow. Bread and cake and pie 
and most cookies came from your own hot kitchen. Seventy-five 
years ago, we didn’t have paper towels or napkins, plastic 
anything sliced bread, packaged ice cream. And other than an 
occasional orange, the only fresh fruit available was home-grown 
and in season 

I mentioned grapefruit, most U.S. citizens had never seen an 
avocado, a mango, a papaya, or any of the ‘‘ethnic’’ vegetables 
now becoming popular. And of course, they knew nothing about 
kiwi fruit. There were no detergents, no aspirin, no nylon, rayon, 
mylar, no trash bags, video centers, radio boom boxes or traffic 
gridlock. A good piece of furniture cost all of $30. And, no, you

Besides, it wasn't all that good. City dwellers paid about 
double what they now pay for food and, much of it was unreliable 
or unwholesome. Apples were scabby and wormy. Hens laid eggs 
in the tall grass where they stayed in the heat until found. After a 
week or so when enough were accumulated, they went to town 
Postal mailers were available so that ‘really fresh” eggs could 
be sent from the farm to city relatives 

Kerosene or raw table salt was about the only “herbicide.” 
They worked, but it was a form of scorched-earth policy. Picking 
bugs by hand and fly-ewatting were the only pesticides, unless 
you counted kerosene again, or ground tobacco leaves. Flies 
could hatch quicker than you could swat, so you never gained on 
them. In most homes, ‘‘house flies" were so thick that one used a 
screen-covered pie safe in the kitchen; and, we had to keep lids on 
our jelly jars, sugar bowls and butter dishes. How long has it been 
since you really needed a cover on the butter dish and sugar 
bow!? Pesticides made the difference. 

People tell me that it you knew what was on the feet of a 
common housefly (who may have been a barn fly before he flew 
into the house) you'd do nothing else until it was dead. And a 
disease-carrying mosquito can kill you. The people who suggest 
doing away with farm chemicals are not the people who expect to 
hoe the rows and chop out the brush. And, I suspect the people 
who want us to stop using all insect sprays would be very upset if 
they had to eat worm-filled apples and diseased fruit. 

Recently, I spoke before the national food and energy council. 
I reminded these folks that farmers and ranchers were the first 
environmentalists. Farmers and ranchers were the first to be 
truly concerned about soil and water conservation — the first to 
voluntarily do something about soil erosion and water quality in 
any meaningful way 

We are the original wildlife conservators. While others talk 
about it, we are the ones who do it year in and year out. We, 
farmers and ranchers, provide the food, the water and the habitat 
for most of the nation's wildlife. And from everything I see, the 
birds and the bunnies are not doing too badly. We do this as a 
matter of course; without much thought, without pay, and often, 
without appreciation. But then, we're rather used to it. 

Along the way, we've “invented” our own unique brand of 
American agriculture Usat has been tremendously productive and 
greatly competitive. We've refused to be ‘‘peasants”’ as is true of 
most of the farmers in the world. With the help and understanding 
of others — Congress, educators, land-grant colleges and the 
Cooperative Extension Service — and with the support of those 
organizations we have built to help us — Farm Bureau and our 
system of farmer cooperatives — we have become 
knowledgeable, articulate, innovative and responsible business 
people. As such, we work for a profit 

I grant you that farming can be fun — of a sort — but not a one 
of us farm for the ‘‘fun"’ of it. We farm for profit (or, at least the 
prospect of profit). I don't know of any farmer or} rancher in the 
world who can stay in business because he likes the great 
outdoors. We farm to make a profit just like any other 
businessman and, if we don't make a rather consistent profit, 
we're out of business, just like any other businessman. 


AFBF Supports 
Animal Patents 
For Biotechnology 


The future competitiveness of 
American agriculture must be 
protected through animal 
patents, according to the 
American Farm Bureau 
Federation. If research 
development costs cannot be re- 
covered through patent protec- 
tion, the U.S. will fall behind 
other nations aggressively pur- 
suing biotechnology and genetic 
research on animals, said 
Donald Haldeman, president of 
the Wisconsin Farm Bureau in 
Congressional testimony 
representing the national 
organization 

‘Animal products account for 
fully one-half of all U.S. agri- 
culture revenues,"’ Haldeman 
told the Courts, Civil Liberties 
and the Administration of Jus- 
tice Subcommittee of the House 
Judiciary Committee. ‘‘How- 
ever, increased foreign 
competition, a limited adoption 
of new technologies and in- 
creased consumer health con- 
cerns have threatened this mar- 
ket.” 

Haldeman said biotechnology 
offers the promise of ‘dramatic 
improvements" in the quality, 
nutritional! value, product range 
and economics of animal pro- 
duction. He cited a National Re- 
search Council study which re- 
vealed a marked increase in 
private sector interest in agri- 
cultural research. ‘‘This invest- 
ment in agriculture is directly 
related to the fact that biotech- 
nology’s unique genetic pro- 
ducts can be patented and com- 
panies can thus recover their 
research costs,” said Halde- 
man 

Farm Bureau has been 
urging Congress since 1987 to 
encourage development in bio- 
technology to preserve the U.S. 
position in agricultural trade 
“While biotechnology offers our 
farmers these types of improve- 
ments, we need to keep in mind 
that it also offers our com- 
petitors the same advantages,” 
said Haldeman. To protect the 
future competitive ability of 
American farmers, ‘‘we favor 
strong support to encourage 
these new technologies.” 

“The option of deliberately 
delayin; technological progress 
to avoid anticipated problems 
does not exist for very long in 
one nation if other countries re- 
fuse to follow this strategy,” 
Haldeman told the subcommit- 
tee. “At the same time, we 
acknow edge & Heed iag a sig 
regulatory apparatus that can 
oversee these new technologies 
and offer the public the neces- 
sary assurance that all risks 
and benefits have been duly 
considered."

The Maryland Department of 
Health and Mental Hygiene 
(DHMH), in cooperation with 
the U.S. Consumer Product 
Safety Commission (CPSC) and 
the Juvenile Products Manu- 
facturer's Association (JPMA), 
has announced the observance 
of “Baby Safety Week" this 
week, September 15-23. The ob- 
servance is focusing on the safe 
use of nursery equipment, 
juvenile furniture, other chil- 
dren's products and certain 
household equipment 

For children under 5, nursery 
products were involved in an 
estimated 7,200 injuries treated 
in U.S. hospital emergency 
rooms in 1988. There was an 
average 76 deaths annually to 
children involving these 
products for 1983-1987 

Items such as cribs, play- 
pens, high chairs, strollers, 
walkers, gates and enclosures 
must comply with mandatory 
regulations established by the 
CPSC, such as technical 
requirements for small parts, 
sharp edges and a ban on excess 
lead in paint. Children's furni- 
ture displaying the JPMA's 
seal of approval indicates the 
furniture has complied with 
mandatory and voluntary 
requirements 

“Some juvenile furniture is 
potentially dangerous whether 
it's old or new,” said David L 
Resh, director of the DHMH 
Office of Food Protection and

While large buckets or con- 
tainers appear to be the most 
hazardous, the CPSC warns 
consumers to never leave any 
bucket of water unattended 
where small children may gain 
access to it 

Large five-gallon plastic or 
metal containers are used for 
bulk or commercial-sized quan- 
tities of products including food, 
paint and spackling compound 
When emptied of their original 
contents, these containers are 
sometimes re-used as buckets 
by consumers. Similar five-gal- 
lon containers are also sold new 
in stores as large volume house 
hold buckets 

The five-gallon bucket is par- 
ticularly dangerous (even when 
only partly filled) because its 
heavier weight makes it more 
stable than a smaller bucket 
and unlikely to tip over when a 
child uses it to pull up 

The CPSC and the American 
Window Covering Manu- 
facturers Association 
(AWCMA) also warns parents 
about the danger of accidental 
strangulation if young children 
become entangled in pull cords 
for window blinds or draperies 

Window covering cords are 
one of the products most fre 
quently associated with 
strangulations of children 
under five 

The CPSC and the AWCMA 
urge parents to keep cords out 
of the reach of young children 
by tying or hanging theg ord at 
or near the top of window cover- 
ings. Remember that cribs and

Parents Advised 


To Be Aware 
Of Head Lice 


For children, the start of 
school each fall means reading 
assignments, tests, reports and 
for some, head lice. Every year 
outbreaks of head lice, or 
pediculosis, are reported 
among Maryland school 
children 

Contrary to the opinion of 
many parents, however, 
schools are rarely the source of 
the infestation, according to Dr 
Gene Wood, an entomologist 
with the University of Maryland 
Cooperative Extension Service 
(MCES) 

‘Teachers or school nurses 
are often the first to identify 
head lice, so many people 
assume the children are picking 
up the parasites at school,” 
Wood explains. ‘‘However, 
since head lice can't fly, jump, 
or crawl from one person to 
another, children aren't going 
to get them just by sitting next 
to a classmate with the 
insects."’ 

The sharing of brushes and, to 
a lesser extent, combs a 
behavior most common among 
young siblings and close friends 

appears to be the primary 
culprit in the transmission of 
lice, according to Wood 
Although other routes of 
transmission, such as hats and 
coats hung up next to each 
other, have been examined, the 
resulting data are inconsistent

Gets 20 Years 
For Sex Counts 


An Oakland man will serve a 
total of 20 years in the Depart 
ment of Corrections for charges 
of second degree rape, second 
degree sex offense, and assault 
and battery as a result of a trial 
held last Thursday in Garrett 
County Circuit Court 

Robert R. McRobie, 40, Oak- 
land, was sentenced by Chief 
Judge Fred A. Thayer to 2 
years for the rape charge and 20 
years for the sex offense. The 
sentences will run concur- 
rently. The assault and battery 
charge was merged with the 
other two counts 

A pre-sentence investigation 
had been ordered for McRobie 
during an August 8, 1989 
hearing 

McRobie was charged follow- 
ing a February 8, 1989, incident 
on the Oakland/Rosedale Road 
involving a 22-year-old Oakland 
woman. The woman reported 
that McRobie dragged her into 
a field, tied ner hands together 
and raped her 

McRobie was found to be not 
guilty of first<legree rape and 
first<legree sex offense. He was 
represented by John R. Toston, 
assistant public defender 

in a separate case, Thomas 
R. Bowers, 23, currently incar- 
cerated in the Garrett County 
Jail, pled guilty to charges of 
operating an unregistered 
motor vehicle and assault 

He was fined $500 for the 
motor vehicle charge and 
sentenced to three years in the 
Department of Corrections for 
the assault charge. Judge 
Thayer ordered that the 
sentence be consecutive with 
the District Court sentence 

Bowers is currently serving 

Bowers was charged follow- 
ing a March 25, 1989, incident 
Not prosecuted were charges of 
driving with a revoked license, 
fleeing and eluding a uniformed 
police officer, and operating an 
uninsured motor vehicle 

Bowers’ attorney was Linda 
A. Green 

In another case, the judge 
ordered a pre-sentence investi- 
gation for Carl E. McRobie, %, 
Friendsville, for charges of 
possession of cocaine, posses- 
sion of marijuana, and 
possession of drug parapher- 
nalia. His bond was continued 

McRobie pled guilty to the 
charges, which were filed 
following an August 6, 1986, 
incident in Mtn.

During the September meet 
ing of the Garrett County Board

He said, ‘‘The main goal 
of maximizing each youngster's 
potential is dealt with each day 
by each of the people with 
whom he/she comes into 
contact. Obviously, the teacher 
and the regular program of 
instruction provided the 
youngster are the backbone of 
this effort. The program of 
instruction is relatively stable 
over time as it is delivered on

Ryscavage also stated, ‘The 
six sub-goals enhance the 
accomplishment of the main 
goal as they relate to providing 
a school environment which will 
produce young adults who 
understand themselves, can 
make a contribution to society 
and can change as society 
changes

Cox Proposes Home 
Rule For Garrett 


Among the meetings held 
Tuesday by the Garrett County 
Commissioners was one with 
Jerry Cox, who is an attorney 
and an Oakland resident, who 
presented a proposal to the 
commissioners to seek legisla 
tion to make Garrett County a 
code county. A code county is 
one which is not a charter coun- 
ty under the state constitution 
and has adopted the optional 
powers of home rule. This 


means that a code county is 
able to enact loca! laws without 
having to go through the state 
legislature 

Cox said that this would be a 
great advantage to local 
residents because laws that are 
appropriate for Garrett County 
could be passed quicker and 
easier and local citizens could 
also recall certain laws if they

A legal advertisement in this newspaper last 
week and again this week has peaked our curiosity 
and raised a number of questions. The ad announces 
that a public hearing has been slated for October 9 
by the Mayor and Town Council of Friendsville to 
receive testimony on the council’s intention to 
rescind the town’s zoning ordinance. 

Several months ago we carried a story about a 
business man in Friendsville who received a cease 
and desist order from the mayor and town council 
because his kayak-building business was located in 
an area designated as residential and, therefore, he 
was in violation of the zoning ordinance. To this day 
he is still out of business, but in the meantime he has 
been doing a lot of research on the action of the 


town's elected officials. 


It also happens that another business man who 
is on the town council wants to build a laundromat in 
the same residential area of the town. So far, he has 
been prevented from doing so because the kayak 
builder’s landlord has taken legal steps to block the 
special zoning exemption that would permit its 


construction. 


Here comes the interesting part, though. The 
research being done by the kayak builder has 
revealed that there are numerous violations of the 
zoning ordinance all over town and among those in 
violation are none other than several members of 
the town council. Apparently the council president 
himself is in violation of several statutes of the 
ordinance, all of which have been brought to the 
attention of the full council by the kayak builder.

Since abortion is never advis- 
able, it is not advisable in cases 
of rape or incest 

From “The Human Life 
Amendment, an Introduction by 
Professor Charles E. Rice" we 
learn that the woman who is 
raped has a right to resist her 
attacker. But the preborn child 
is an innocent nonaggressor 
who should not be killed be- 
cause of the crime or sin of his 
father. More to the point, and of 
use to some women, is that 
since a wornan has the right to 
resist the rapist, she also has 
the right to resist his sperm. 
There are nonabortive 
measures that can be taken, 
consistent with the law and 
even with Catholic teaching, 
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promptly after rape, which are 
not intended to abort and which 
will prevent conception 
However, once the innocent 
third party to a rape, the pre- 
born child, is conceived, he 
should not be killed. The duty of 
the state and society in all cases 
of ‘‘troubled"’ pregnancies, is to 
mobilize resources to solve the 
problems constructively with 
personal and financial support 
A license to kill is not a con- 
structive solution 
Incest is rarely, almost 
never, a voluntary act on the 
woman's part. If it is not a 
voluntary act, then it is rape 
And, to kill a child because of 
the identity of his father is no 
more proper in the case of 
incest than it is in the case of 
rape. Again, the positive solu- 
tion of support should be 
pursued, not legalized murder 
by abortion

As a precautionary measure, 
however, the Garrett County 
Board of Education advises 
separate storage of hats and 
coats for each individual 
student 

The Garrett County Board of 
Education advises that 
transmission is most likely to 
occur with close contact with 
infested persons, or the sharing 
of combs, garments, brushes, 
carpets, or beds 

Unlike most other insect 
parasites, head lice spend their 
entire life on one host — unless 
physically moved. They have a 
strong affinity to head hair and 
are not found in eyebrows, 
sideburns, mustaches or 
beards. 

Head lice also appear to have 
a preference for the hair of 
Caucasians and individuals of 
Asian heritage, seldom 
parasitizing blacks 
Apparently, the shape of 
Caucasian and Asian hair 
strands is more easily grasped 
by the parasites’ front legs 

Although head lice do not 
cause any diseases, they can 
make the affected person's 
scalp itch unbearably 
Persistent scratching some- 
times causes infections 

Lice attach their eggs, often 
called nits, with a glue-like 
substance to strands of hair 
about a quarter inch from the 
scalp. Once attached, the eggs 
are virtually impossible to 
remove. Chemical treatments 
tend to damage the hair before 
they have any impact on the 
RRS 

Hair that comes off on a brush 
may carry louse eggs, which 
usually hatch within three to 
seven days. Seeking warmth, 
the newly hatched lice, called 
nymphs, move from the brush 
to a human head at the first 
opportunity — usually the next 
time the brush is used 
spreading the infestation from 
one youngster to another 

The best way to prevent the 
spread of head lice is to avoid 
sharing brushes and combs, 
Wood emphasizes 

Parents or teachers who 
suspect that a child may have 
head lice, should examine the 
child's scalp closely. Although 
the eggs are small, less than 
one sixteenth of an inch, they 
can be seen with the naked eye 
Look for elongated pearly white 
beads attached to the hair about 
a quarter inch away from the 
scalp. If they can't be moved or 
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dislodged, they're probably 
nits 

Crawling lice can be seen 
most commonly at the nape of 
the neck or behind the ears 

‘Because of parent's 
tendency to use the same brush 
on young children, there's a 
good chance that if one child 
gets head lice, the others in the 
family will also,"" says Wood. 
‘Parents should check all their 
children when one has been 
identified as having the 
parasites."’ 

The best way to get rid of the 
lice is with a shampoo that 
contains a lousicide. The 
shampoo, which can be 
purchased at most drugstores 
or pharmacies, should be 
applied and allowed to remain 
on the hair for about 10 minutes, 
according to the instructions on 
the label, then rinsed off. Comb 
hair with a fine-tooth comb to 
remove any loose nits. If 
necessary repeat the treatment 
in 24 hours, but not more than 
twice within one week 

Although the shampoo kills 
the lice, it won't kill the eggs, so 
it must be reapplied a second 
time, usually about seven to 10 
days later. This gives the eggs 
time to hatch, but kills any new 
lice before they mature 
sexually and lay more eggs 

All clothing, towels, and bed 
linens used by the infested 
person must be washed in very 
hot water. Dry clean all 
clothing, hats, scarves and bed 
coverings that cannot be 
washed 

Children found to have head 
lice must furnish proof that 
adequate treatment has been 
given, in order to be readmitted 
to a Garrett County school. 

Another alternative is to visit 
a physician, who can diagnose 
head lice with certainty and 
prescribe alternative 
treatment

You're out celebrating. It 
doesn't matter what the 
occasion is, whether it's your 
birthday, a Christmas party, or 
just Friday night, but you've 
had a few beers or maybe some 
mixed drinks. But now it is 
getting late and time to be head- 
ing home. So you get in your car 
and the next thing you know, 
there are flashing red lights in 
the rear view mirror 

Whether you've crossed the 
center line or are just speeding, 
the police are now pulling you 
over. The policeman asks you to 
step out of your vehicle and to 
walk a straight line, or touch 
the tip of your finger to your 
nose. Whatever the case, he 
next tells you to lock your 
vehicle, as he is taking you in to 
the station 

A blood alcoho! test will be 
given and depending on the 
blood alcohol content, you will 
subsequently be charged with 
driving while intoxicated 
(DWI), or driving under the 
influence (DUI), and your 
troubles have just begun 

According to Garrett County 


BLOOD ALCOHOL CONCENTRATION 


District Court Judge Jack 
Turney, a first offense for either 
DWI or DUI will result in a fine 
of $500 and a sentence of 30 days 
in the Garrett County Jail. If the 
driver is a resident of Mary- 
land, $300 of the fine is 
suspended and the 30-day jail 
sentence is suspended. The 
offender will be ordered to 
attend DWI clinic, Alcoholics 
Anonymous meetings, will have 
to report to a probation officer, 
and will be contacted by the 
Department of Motor Vehicles 
for a change in the driver 
license 

If it is the second offense, a 
fine of $500 and a jail term of 90 
days is levied. The jail term is 
usually suspended, but all of the 
fine must be paid. After a 
person is found driving while 
intoxicated or under the 
influence for the third time, the 
offender will go to jail, for at 
least 10 days, with a maximum 
time of one year. Judge Turney 
explained that most people will 
be sentenced to 30 days after 
being found guilty of three or 
more offenses 

Of course, depending on the 
effect going to jail will have on

tho heme: environment, and how 
crowded the jail is, the offender 
may be allowed to serve time on 
weekends, or may be allowed 
work release and sometimes 
the sentence may be suspended 
A lot of it depends on each 
person's situation,’’ Judge 
Turney explained 

After two violations for DUI 
or DWI, the judge sentencing 
the case also has the ability to 
take the driver's license for a 
period of one to five years 

Eight points will be placed on 
the license of an offender for 
DUI and the Department of 
Motor Vehicles may call the 
offender in for a hearing. A 
charge of DWI will earn the 
offender 12 points and he will 
face stricter sanctions through 
the Department of Motor 
Vehicles 

For the first offense, 
probation is 12 months, for the 
second, 18 months, and after the 
second offense, the probation 
period is up to the judge 

“While on probation, the 
offender must meet with a 
monitor at least once a week 
and must abstain from drink- 
ing, especially from driving 
after drinking, and must have 
no serious traffic violations,” 
Judge Turney explained. ‘‘If the 
offender has more than two 
violations while on probation, 
either for traffic violations or if 
he is found drinking by his 
monitor, the driver's license 
will be taken away.” 

The offender must also attend 
the DWI Clinic. After his court 
hearing, the offender signs up 
for the DWI clinic and talks to 
Joe Davis, the coordinator of 
the DWI program. This 
program is confidential, and 
also carries a $200 fee 


Davis has the offender fill out 
a form, and through infor- 
mation on the form and a 
conversation with the offender, 
determines if he is a problem 
drinker or a non-problem 
drinker. The non-problem 
drinker attends a six-week edu- 
cational group therapy session, 
which meets for two hours once 
a week. If assessed as a 
problem drinker, the offender 
will be placed in a six-month 
treatment program, which 
consists of 26 sessions meeting 
for two hours a week. If the 
offender seems to have a real 
problem with alcohol, he will be 
required to attend the sessions 
twice a week for six months 


Davis explained that Mary- 
land requires an individual 
treatment plan for each person, 
so after the assessment is done, 
an assignment team reviews it 
and determines the treatment 
program for each offender. The 
client is then notified of when 
and where his treatment plan 


result of drinking. 
Films are shown on the 


medical effects of drugs and 
alcohol on the body, and laws of 
drinking and driving in Mary- 
land. A presentation is also 
made about AIDS (acquired 
immune deficiency syndrome ) 
After each presentation or film, 
group discussion follows 

Davis said that the AIDS 
presentation is required by 
state law. For any person 
seeking help, whether it is 
individual or group sessions, 
one session covering AIDS must 
be heid 
whenever a person is drinking, 
inhibitions are lowered and 
good judgment is gone, so that a 
person may do things that he or 
she may not normally do, 
thereby running the risk of 
acquiring AIDS 

“I see drugs and alcohol as 
mind altering substances that 
the individual uses only to make 
himself feel better,"’ Davis 
explained. “Alcohol is also a 
drug, a barbituate or downer 
drug, that makes a person feel 
good by producing an euphoric 
effect." 

He measures the program as 
successful if the person totally 
abstains from using alcohol, 
and as partially successful if 
the person doesn't drink and 
drive, thereby ending up in jail, 
the hospital, or the morgue 

The short term goals of the 
clinic are: to understand the 
effects of alcohol use on driving 
skills; acquire a better 
knowledge of alcohol to enhance 
decision making; to understand 
the dynamics and progression 
of alcohol use, abuse and 
dependence; and reaching a 
personal goal that is defined by 
each individual. Long term 
goals of the clinic are to not 
drink alcohol and drive and to 
have no social dysfunction 
through the use of alcohol 

Davis identified an alcoholic 
as someone whose drinking 
interferes with his health, his 
job, his relations with family, or 
community relationships, yet 
continues to drink. Anytime a 
person experiences these 
symptoms, he is classified as an 
alcoholic and the fact that he 
continues to drink implies loss 
of control, a characteristic of 
the illness. Any person exper- 
iencing these symptoms should 
be encouraged to seek help 
There are any number of 
support groups which offer 
help, including the Garrett 
County Health Department and 
Alcoholics Anonymous 

No study has ever been 
completed, but Davis predicts 
that four out of every 15 persons 
attending the clinic will be back 
within two years. Judge Turney 
has a more conservative figure; 
that four out of every 20 will be 
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Davis also said that

A party was planned and pro- 
vided by my employer for the 
staff.

After 
being asked to produce my 
license and registration, | was 
asked to vacate my vehicle and 
walk to the rear of it where | 
was asked to recite the alphabet 
standing on one leg 

This is embarrassing along 
side a major highway especi 
ally when you are already feel- 
ing pretty dumb for allowing 
yourself to get into such a situ- 
ation in the first place. But it got 
even worse. The policeman said 
to lock my vehicle because he 
was taking me to the barracks 
I was required to sit through 
some paperwork and informed 
about my rights concerning the 
breathalizer tests. During this 
time, I was encouraged to call 
someone who could drive me 
home. I called my wife, who 
was understandably upset 
Shortly thereafter, my elder 
daughter arrived to take me 
home. In retrospect these final 
two aspects of the evening are 
the most regretable 

Before continuing with the 
course of events, I need to state 
that I had no idea what was yet 
to come. In my naivete, |

I received notification of a 
court date and was informed 
that | engage an 
torney since my charges could 
result in imprisonment. From 
this point of my perception of 
the legal ramifications of my 
actions underwent a drastic 
change. This was reinforced 
after my initial consultation 
with my attorney when I was in- 
formed of the possibilities 

Time is relative. From the 
time of my notification of the 
court date until its occurrence 
seemed like a very long time 
Even though I was dreading it, I 
was anxious to get it over with 
so I could at least quit worrying 
about it

The day of my trial, my wife 
and I met my attorney outside 
the courtroom It was 
embarrassing for both my wife 
and me because we have been 
residents of the area for some 
time and, because of our occu- 
pations, are both fairly well- 
known. I know it was difficult 
for her and regretted placing 
her in that position. It was one 
thing for me to pay for poor 
judgment, but unfair to her, 
especially since she has always 
said she would be glad to come 
get me if | would ever need a 
ride home The other 
uncomfortable part of the court 
proceedings is the idea of facing 
your mistakes publicly 

I will move ahead here to the 
resulting obligations imposed 
by the court. In addition to the 
financial! penalty, I was given a 
suspended sentence on the 
condition that I participate in a 
monitoring program for one 
year and attend a clinic during 
part of that time.

ing it. As far as I know the 
restriction continues for a 
minimum of one year 

I think it appropriate to note 
that first, all of the above has 
occurred because of a first in- 
fraction. In other words, this is 
not as a result of repeated of- 
fenses but as a result of a first 
offense. In addition, it could be 
worse. For example, the sus- 
pended sentence was for a 
month in jail. The two-hundred 
dollar fine is actually a five- 
hundred dollar fine of which 
three-hundred dollars is sus- 
pended if I meet all the condi- 
tions of the court. So, in looking 
again at the monitoring pro- 
gram, the monitor is making 
sure that all conditions are 
being met as required 

As previously stated, I doubt 
that most first time offenders 
realize the gravity of the legal 
ramifications of drinking and 
driving. This is not to say that it 
should not be serious. The 
repercussions of drinking and 
driving can result in tragic 
consequences for all involved 
As a society, we do need to take 
whatever precautions we can to 
eliminate the problem. And this 
brings me to the point I want to 
make. I feel that education may 
be one of the most effective 
means of making a difference

Is Ended By Musselman 


The saying that all good 
things must come to an end 
would perhaps best describe the 
result of the Southern-

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“Of course it is a disappoint- 
ment to lose a game after going 
three years without losing a 
regular season game,"’ Coach 
Tom Woods said. ‘‘But we knew 
going in that it would be a major 
task to defeat a team of this 
calibre on the road.

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CLAM CHOWDER 
12 large chowder (Quahog) clams 
6 cups water 
2 tablespoons unsalted butter 
3 garlic cloves, sliced 
2 medium onions, sliced 
‘2 teaspoon cayenne pepper 
2 tablespoons fresh chopped basil, or 3 teaspoons 
dried basil 
2 medium carrots, scraped 
1 large potato 
1 large parsnip, scraped 
1 large leek, thoroughly washed (both white and 
green parts) 

1 tablespoon fresh thyme, or 1 teaspoon dried thyme 
6 tablespoons heavy cream 

Wash the clams. Put the water in a large steamer 
and steam the clams open. Set the steamer aside. Ina 
large saucepan, melt the butter. Add the garlic and 1 
minute later, the onions, and fry for 3 minutes, until 
the onions are translucent, but not brown. Add the 
cayenne and basil and stir in with a wooden spoon. 
Chop the clams, add in and fry 4 minutes, so the 
clams absorb a strong garlic flavor. Add ‘ of 
the clam liquor from the steamer, bring to a boil, and 
then reduce heat to a quietly bubbling simmer. 
Coarsely chop vegetables and add to saucepan. Add 
the remainder of clam liquor. Bring to a boil, and 
again reduce heat and simmer quietly for an hour, or 
until vegetables are soft but not mushy. Take the 
chowder off the heat, add the thyme and stir in the 
heavy cream. Serve immediately. Yield: 6 to 8 
servings. 


CORN AND KIELBASA CHOWDER 

4 tablespoons butter 
% pound smoked kielbasa, cut into thin rounds 
1 medium size onion, finely chopped 
2 13%4-ounce cans regular strength chicken broth 
1 cup mashed potato flakes 
% cup milk 
2 10-ounce packages frozen corn 

Melt the butter in a soup pot over medium-high 
heat. When the bubbling subsides, add the kielbasa 
and onion, stir and saute for about 5 minutes, or until 
the kielbasa rounds become rosy and begin to pucker 
slightly. Add the remaining ingredients and heat 
slowly, until the corn thaws and the potato tiaxes 
dissolve to smoothness. Let the chowder simmer for 1 
minute and remove the pot from the heat. Either 
serve the chowder immediately or let it cool, 
uncovered, to room temperature; then cover and 
refrigerate until ready to use — for up to 3 days. To 
reheat, bring the uncovered cold chowder to a boil 
over medium-high heat, then lower the heat and 
simmer, covered for 2 to 3 minutes, or uniil it is 
heated through. Yield: 4 servings. 


CREAM OF BROCCOLI SOUP 

1 cup water 

1 package (10 ounces) frozen chopped broccoli 
2 cups milk 
2 cups processed cheese, cubed 
2 chicken bouillion cubes 
% cup all-purpose flour 
1 cup half and half cream 
Croutons for garnish 

In large saucepan, cook broccoli in one cup water 

(De not drain) Assemble blender. out milk. cheese 
cubes and flour into blender container. Cover and 
process at grind.

FIESTA VEGETABLE SOUP 

1 tablespoon olive oil 

1 medium onion, diced 

2 cups mixed frozen vegetables 

2% cups water 

1 8-oz. can whole tomatoes (or 2 medium fresh 
tomatoes) 

3 cubes or teaspoons low-sodium beef bouillon 
powder 

% cup broken pieces spaghetti (uncooked) 

Heat the oil in a large pot over medium heat. Add 
the onion and vegetables and cook, stirring 
occasionally, until lightly browned (about 10 
minutes). Add the water, tomatoes with their liquid, 
and bouillon cubes or powder. Turn heat to high, stir 
to break up the tomatoes, and bring to a boil. Reduce 
to low simmer, cover, and cook for 20 to 30 minutes, 
stirring occasionally, until the vegetables are tender. 
Yield: 4 one-cup serving. 


BLACK-EYED PEA SOUP 

12 ounces black-eyed peas (about 2 cups) 
2 medium potatoes, peeled and diced 
3 stalks celery, sliced 
2 carrots, sliced 
3 tablespoons tamari soy sauce 
1 medium onion, chopped 
2 cloves garlic, diced 
% teaspoon pepper 
1 teaspoon basil 
1 teaspoon dried dill weed 

Rinse black-eyed peas well. Place in a large pot 
and cover with 1-inch of water. Soak overnight. Drain 
off the soaking water. Add 7 cups of fresh water and 
remainder of the ingredients. Bring to a boil for 2 
minutes. Reduce and simmer 1 to 2 hours or until 
beans are tender. Stir occasionally, mashing beans 
and potatoes against the sides of the pot to thicken the 
soup. Yield: 10 bowls of soup (1% cups each). 


FRENCH ONION SOUP 

1 pound onions (peeled weight) 

1 tablespoon flour 

1 tablespoon imported paprika 

Pinch of white pepper 

Pinch of freshly ground black pepper 

1 clove garlic, mashed to a pulp with % teaspoon 
salt 

% cup butter 

3 cups chicken broth, 3 cups beef consomme, and 3 
cups water, or 9 cups homemade stock. 


For the croutons: 
% leaf long French bread 
4 tablespoons grated Parmesan mixed with 4 
tablespoons other grated cheese of your choice 

4 tablespoons melted butter 

Halve onions and slice very thin. (The thinner the 
slices, the better the soup). On a large dish or tray, 
separate layers of sliced onions. Combine flour, 
paprika, white pepper, and black pepper, and 
sprinkle mixture over onions. Sprinkle on garlic. Ina 
large pot, melt butter and saute onions over medium 
heat, covered, for about 10 minutes, stirring 
occasionally. Add 9 cups liquid and bring to a boil 
Lower heat, cover, and simmer 30 minutes, stirring 
once or twice. Remove from heat and let stand, 
covered, tor al ieast 1 hour. neheal veiore Servi 
with croutons. Serves 8 


MINESTRONE WITH PESTO 
1 cup (‘2 lb.) dry small red beans 
1 quart water 
1 14-0z. can whole tomatoes and juice 
1 cup (1 medium to large) onion, chopped 
% cup (2 medium) carrots, shredded 
‘4s cup celery, finely chopped 
1 garlic clove, crushed 
4 teaspoon pepper 
1 cup cabbage, shredded 
% cup water 
‘5 cup (3 ounces) tomato paste 
4 cup salad macaroni 
Pesto (if desired—see recipe below) 

Combine the beans and one quart of water in a 
large pan or Dutch oven. Heat to a boil, and boil for 2 
minutes. Remove from the heat, cover, and let stand 1 
hour. Stir in the onion, carrots, celery, garlic and 
pepper. Stir the mixture and heat until boiling. 
Reduce the heat and simmer gently, covered, until 
the beans are tender (about 2 hours). Add the 
tomatoes with their juice. Stir to break up the 
tomatoes. Next add the cabbage, the remaining 4 
cup of water, tomato paste and macaroni. Simmer the 
ingredients gently, covered, for 20 minutes or until 
the macaroni is al dente. Spoon the mixture into 
bowls, and top each with a spoonful of Pesto. 


Pesto Topping: 
42 cup of fresh basil leaves 
42 cup fresh or frozen (thawed) spinach leaves 
2 tablespoons of grated Romano cheese 
2 tablespoons of olive oil and 1 tablespoon of 
chopped fresh parsley in a blender jar. 
Blend them until the mixture forms a smooth 
paste. Yield: 6 bowls of 1% cups. 


TEX-MEX BEEF SOUP 
1% pounds boneless beef chuck top blade steaks, cut 
%4-inch thick 

1 tablespoon cornstarch 
2 teaspoons chili powder 
‘2 teaspoon ground cumin 
1 can (16-ounces) tomatoes and liquid, broken up 
1 tablespoon oil 
1 medium onion, chopped 
1 clove garlic, minced 
1 can (4-ounces) chopped green chiles 
1 can (8-ounces) whole kernel corn and liquid 
1 cup water 
1 teaspoon instant beef bouillon granules 

Partially freeze beef chuck top blade steaks to 
firm. Divide each steak into 2 pieces, following 
natural seam and removing connective tissue 
between pieces. Cut each piece in half and slice 
across the grain into ‘s-inch thick strips. Combine 
cornstarch, chili powder, cumin, 2 tablespoons juice 
from tomatoes and oil, add steak strips, stirring to 
combine. Cook beef strips ( ‘2 at a time) in Dutch oven 
over medium heat. Remove, reserve. Cook onion and 
garlic 2 to 3 minutes. Add tomatoes and remaining 
liquid, green chiles, corn with liquid, water and 
bouillon granules. Bring to a boil, reduce heat, cover 
tightly, and simmer 7 minutes. Add reserved 
seasoned beef strips and continue cooking, covered, 3 
minutes. Yield: 4 servings. 


SCALLOP OR MUSSEL CHOWDER 
3 tablespoons butter 
% cup diced onion 
% cup diced celery 
1% cups sliced mushrooms 
2 medium potatoes, peeled and diced 
3% cups clam juice 
1 cup milk or light cream 
M% cup dry sherry 
Salt and freshly ground pepper to taste 
% cup freshly grated Parmesan 
2 tablespoons cornstarch, dissolved in 4 tablespoons 
clam juice 
% pound drained raw scallops or mussels, cleaned, 
beards removed, and removed from shells 

French garlic bread, toasted 

Melt the butter in a large frying pan. Add the 
onion and celery and cook over medium heat for 5 
minutes. Add the mushrooms, potatoes, and clam 
juice. Bring to a boil, cover, and simmer gently until 
the potatoes are tender, about 15 minutes. Remove 
the cover and add the milk or cream, sherry, salt, 
pepper and Parmesan and stir to blend. Add the 
dissolved cornstarch, bring to a slow boil, then add 
the scallops or mussels. Simmer about 5 minutes, or 
until the fish is cooked through and tender. Taste and

Dr. Herman A. Hoyt, Bible 
teacher, author, educational 
administrator, and president 
emeritus of Grace College and 
Grace Theological Seminary at 
Winona Lake, Indiana, will hold 
a Bible Prophecy Conference 
October 1-6 at the Loch Lynn 
Evangelical Free Church, 107 
W. Third Avenue, Loch Lynn 
The conference will start Sun- 
day morning at 10:45 and con- 
tinue at 7 p.m. each night, con-

Some of the topics during the 
week include: ‘‘The Revelation 
of the Anti-Christ,'" ‘The 
Developing Crisis in Israel and 


the Middle East, The True 
Church Before the Judgment 
Seat of Christ," and “‘The Fi 
nancial Crisis at the End of the 
Age.” 

Born near Dallas Center, 
Iowa, in 1909, Dr. Hoyt is the 
eldest in a large family of chil 
dren. Distinguishing himself 
early, he was valedictorian of 
his high school class in addition 
to having captained the school 
football from his junior year, 
the only team in the state to 
complete the season without 
having a point scored against it 

Also valedictorian of his 
graduating class at Ashland 
College in Ashland, Ohio, he 
went on to earn highest honors 
(surmma cum laude) from Ash- 
land Theological Seminary, 
where he was president of his 
class 

In 1930 he married Harriet 
Fitz of Dallas Center and the 
Hoyts have two sons. After 
seven years teaching experi- 
ence, he was appointed pro- 
fessor of Greek and New Testa- 
ment at Grace Theological 
Seminary — a school he helped 
to found. He then served as 
registrar and dean of Grace 
Schools until 1962, when he suc- 
ceeded retiring President Alva 
J. McClain as president of 
Grace College and Grace Theo- 
logical Seminary 

For 27 years he served as the 
professor of New Testament 
and Greek, and then at the 
retirement of the professor of 
theology he served as professor 
of Christian theology. In the 
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course of this ministry he also 
taught Hebrew and Old Testa 
ment. During this period of 
ministry he also authored many 
books among which are exposi- 
tions of Romans, Hebrews 
Second Peter, and Revelation 
He also contributed to the field 
of Christian theology in books 
on eschatology such as The End 
Times, and denominational 
distinctives such as This Do, All 
Things, and Then Fight. Six 
manuscripts on various areas of 
Christian truth are in manu- 
script form though not yet pub- 
lished, and several themes are 
now in the process of formu- 
lation 

Hundred of articles and 
brochures have been written by 
him and published in Christian 
periodicals over this long 
period. In addition to this wide 
writing ministry, he has been 
engaged in Bible conference 
and teaching in the United 
States and Canada and the 
Caribbean. He has traveled ex- 
tensively in Europe and Middle 
East, visiting that area in 1955 
and 1967. Just as the Middle 
East exploded in the Six-Day 
War, he was in that area 

Dr. Hoyt is a charter member 
of the Evangelical Theological 
Society, the National Education 
Association, the Indiana Con- 
ference of Higher Education, a 
member ex-officio of the Board 
of Directors of Grace Theo 
logical Seminary and Grace 
College. Twice he served as 
moderator of his own denomi- 
nation, The National Fellowship 
of Grace Brethren Churches 
For 25 years he was a member 
of the Board of Trustees of 
Bryan College, and for 25 years 
he served as a board member of 
he International Ministries to 
Israel, and more recently the 
chairman of the Advisory 
Council and president of the 
Executive Committee.

‘We encourage everyone who 
receives a survey to step for- 
ward with their opinion," 
Kaelin said. ‘Surveyed resi- 
dents may remain anonymous 
and can be confident that Po 
tomac Edison places great 
value on their input."’ 

Taken by Potomac Edison 
every other year, the survey 
was mailed to 3,287 residential 
customers randomly selected 
through the company's 
7,300-square-mile service area 
in Maryland, Virginia and West 
Virginia. The company serves 
278,509 residential customers, 
and 318,746 customers overall 
Each mailing includes a survey 
booklet and a self-addressed, 
prestamped envelope for the 
survey's return 

The survey consists of 21 
questions — about customer re- 
lations, safety, energy conser- 
vation and the value of elec- 
tricity that will take about 
four minutes to answer. Several 
categories include open-ended 
responses, allowing survey 
participants to state their 
opinions about how Potomac 
Edison could improve service to 
its customers 

For previous surveys, the 
company has received about a 
33-percent response rate, con- 
sidered by researchers as a sta- 
tistically valid sampling. A 
report on the 1989 survey's

Hunters Reminded 
Hunter Safety 
Course Required 


The Maryland Natural Re 
sources Police reminds hunters 
taking to the field this year that 
on or after July 1, 1977, a per- 
son, regardless of age, may not 
procure a hunting license with- 
out producing a certificate of 
competency in hunter safety or 
a hunting that 
issued prior to July 1, 1977 

To meet the requirements of 
the law, the Natural Resources 
Police, Outdoor Education Unit, 
coordinates a state-wide Hunter 
Education Program 

Cpl. Ralph Parker, spokes- 
man for the Agency, said, 
‘Records prove most firearm 
accidents result from a lack of 
hunter safety knowledge or the 
failure to apply it. Maryland's 
Hunter Education Program is 
designed to benefit inexperi- 
enced hunters regardless of age 
and is an excellent refresher 
course for anyone who enjoys 
hunting.” 

Each year over 5,000 attend 
courses in Maryland, gaining 
knowledge on the principles of 
safe hunting practices, hunter 
responsibilities, wildlife 
management, basics of fire- 
arms and bow hunting as well 
as game care and wildlife 
identification 

During the 88-89 hunting 
season, there were 18 reported 
hunting accidents in Maryland, 
with two fatal accidents re 
ported during deer season.

Benefit From New Jobs Program

Adults who live with a 
developmental disability, such 
as mental retardation, autism 


or a physical handicap, often 
feel the frustration of being 
dependent upon society. For 
those adults, working at a 
‘regular’ job in a corporate 
environment may seem like an 
unattainable aspiration. Many 
talented and productive 
individuals are unable to realize 
their full potential because of 
difficulties they are faced with 
in mainstreaming in terms of 
transportation and sometimes 
the need for added physical! or 
emotional support 

Appalachian Crossroads is 
responding to the employment 
needs of developmentally 
disabled individuals as well as 
the special needs of industry 
through an innovative state 
program...The Maryland Sup- 
ported Employment Project 

Supported employment is a 
system which allows adults 
with developmental! disabilities 
to work in the community along 
with non-disabled co-workers 
Through the program, a super- 
visor is provided free of charge 
to a participating business. The 
supervisor works with the 
developmentally disabled 
employees on an ongoing basis, 
to serve as an added support for 
them. The program is presently 


in place in several area 
businesses 
Bausch & Lomb, Inc., cur- 


rently employs two teams of 
maintenance workers through 
this program. The teams handle 
inside and outside plant main- 
tenance work 

The outside maintenance 
team from Appalachian Cross- 
roads has worked on a variety 
of landscaping and outdoor 
maintenance duties for the past 
two summers They work on a 
demand basis only and average 
one day of work every week or 
two 

Rich Schick, plant manager 
of Bausch & Lomb's Mountain 
Lake Park facility, spoke of the 
outdoor maintenance team 
‘They do an excellent job. As a 
group, they are as hardworking 


and industrious as any group of 
employees that Bausch & Lomb 


has. The outside of our 
operation always looks very 
nice."' According to Schick, 


visitors often comment to that 
effect 

Rich Ford oversees all plant 
maintenance operations. In 
commenting on the success of 
the supported employment 
project, Ford stated, ‘I am well 
pleased with the program. I 
can't say anything negative 
about it.”’ 

The inside maintenance team 
is breaking newer ground. They 
have been working at Bausch & 
Lomb just since February 
According to Ford, however, 
things have fallen into place 
‘This is one area I don't have to 
worry about. I know that the 
work's going to get done."’ 

The Appalachian Crossroads 
inside maintenance team 
consists of five employees, who 
each work 20 hours per week, 
and their supervisor, Charla 
Beiler. Beiler's services are 
provided to Bausch & Lomb 
free of charge by Appalachian 
Crossroads. Appalachian Cross- 
roads pays the employees then 
bills Bausch & Lomb for 100 
hours of labor per week 
According to Ford, the program 
is cost-effective from the 
company's standpoint 

Charla Beiler emphasized 
that the program has been a 
positive and enriching exper- 
ience for its developmentally 
disabled participants. ‘‘For 
most of them, it's the first real 
job they've ever had. They are 
very dedicated and really enjoy 
the work.” 

The employees are proud to 
be part of the Bausch & Lomb 
team. Like other employees, 
they sport photo identification 
security badges, and recently, 
they had the opportunity to 
attend the company picnic 

Other Bausch & Lomb 
employees have expressed 
appreciation to them for the 
work they are doing, which as 
any worker knows, adds greatly 
to job satisfaction

as a target for their antisocial 
behavior Management 
immediately took a_ strong 
stand against such behavior 
and those few instances were 
far outweighed by the positive 
support from the majority of 
fellow workers 

‘*Bausch & Lomb's 
employees have been very 
receptive. That's made my job 
a lot easier,"’ Beiler stated 

According to Beiler, the work 
experience has been over- 
whelmingly positive for all the 
developmentally disabled 
workers involved. For some, 
the experience has helped them 
to become more assertive and 
friendly. Others have learned 
how better to relax and joke 
around. Probably some of the 
greatest fringe benefits of 
working at a job one enjoys is 
the pride and self-respect that 
come with a job well done, and 
the feeling of independence that 
comes with earning one's own 
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wages 

Beiler has encouraged her 
employees to take initiative and 
be creative. If they see that 
something that is not part of 
their normal work schedule 
needs cleaned, they go the 
proverbial extra mile, and work 
on that if time allows 

In reflecting back upon the 
initial training sessions, Beiler 
Stated that there were a few 
rough spots initially. A major 
breakthrough occurred when 
she realized that most of her 
trainees were left-handed. She 
then learned to do each of the 
tasks as though she were left-

Beiler's inside maintenance 
employees meet every morning 
at Appalachian Crossroads and 
they travel together to Bausch 
& Lomb. This eliminates what 
could be another barrier to 
daily employment 
dependency on others for trans- 
portation 

These five employees are 
part of the 70 developmentally 
disabled adults who meet at the 
Appalachian Crossroads Day 
Center each morning. Presently 
there is a waiting list for 
admittance to the Center 
Besides the Day Center, there 
are currently seven residential 
homes in the county. One group 
home houses six trainees, the 
other homes each have three 

In addition to the daily 
activities offered in the homes 
and at the Day Center, area 
developmentally disabled 
adults may attend a variety of 
evening enrichment classes 
They may also participate in 
bowling leagues and aerobics 
classes. The list of day and 
evening activities in some of the 
participants’ schedules seems 
overwhelming 

Maryland is currently at the 
forefront of this nation's effort 
to implement supported 
employment. Maryland was 
one of 10 states awarded a five- 
year grant in 1985 by the Office 
of Special Education and Re- 
habilitative Services (OSERS), 
United States Department of 
Education 

The funds were awarded to 
the Division of Vocational Re- 
habilitation of the Maryland 
State Department of Education, 
in the amount of approximately 
$450,000 per year until fiscal 
year 1990 

The goal of the Project is to 
convert 65 per cent of current 
day activity and sheltered work 
placements to supported 
employment by 1990 

Whether or not the statewide 
goal will be met is yet to be 
determined, but the local 
programs currently in place 
seem to have met with success 

In speaking of local develop- 
mentally disabled adults, Beiler 
stated, ‘‘The opportunities 
seem to be endless. We don't 
dwell on barriers that they 
have, but on what they can do."

A lot of people don't know 
it's illegal,’’ said Corporal 
Chuck Lukoski of the Maryland 
State Police Automotive Safety 
Enforcement Division 

Appearing on the Maryland 
State Police Radio Program, a 
weekly public service broad- 
cast, Corporal Lukoski warned 
vehicle owners that troopers 
will step up enforcement of 
window tint laws by issuing 
equipment repair orders or 
citations 

A citation doesn't solve the 
problem although a_ citation 
could also be added 
Corporal Lukoski. According to 
the Code of Maryland Regula 
Maryland's Vehicle 
Inspection add-on 
tinting or glazing is not per 
mitted on Class A 
passenger Tinting is 
only allowed on vans and multi 
purpose passenger vehicles on 
any window except the wind 
shield and the 
immediate right and left of the 
driver. Add-on tinting is also 
allowed on rear windows of 
pickup trucks if they are 
equipped with an outside rear 
view mirror on each side of the

Citing a growing number of 
complaints regard 
ing purchases of durable 
medical equipment such as 
wheelchairs, walkers, canes 
and other supplies, Maryland 
Attorney General J. Joseph 
Curran Jr. has alerted con- 
sumers to carefully consider all 
of the facts regarding the use of 
this equipment and to discuss it 
fully with their doctor before 
agreeing to purchase any piece 
of durable medical equipment 
(DME) 

‘Consumers have to be 
cautious about the purchase 
and use of durable medical 
equipment,"’ Curran said. ‘We 
have received complaints from 
many consumers and their 
health care providers about 
medical equipment dealers who 
have not fully disclosed the cost 
of the equipment, the actual 
usefulness of a particular piece 
of equipment for a patient's 
problems, or the fact that non- 
renewable insurance benefits 
pay for the 
equipment,’ Curran said 

For example, Curran said 
that senior citizens may receive

salespeople who ask questions 
about the consumer's medical 
history and then recommend a 
piece of equipment 
A consumer with arthritic 
knees may be urged to buy knee 
braces. These recommenda- 
tions are made without the 
benefit or full knowledge of the 
consumer's medical problems 
and without a thorough medical 
exam. the company providing 
the equipment then forwards to 
the doctor the 
forms necessary for insurance 
benefits to cover the cost of the 
equipment, apparently hoping 
the forms will be completed 
without full review and without 
discussion between the doctor 
consumer,’’ Curran 
explained 
Curran added that while 
many pieces of durable medical 
equipment do genuinely offer 
relief of pain and increased 
mobility, equipment that is not 
properly prescribed or used 
can, at best, be of no use to a 
consumer and at worst result in 
harm. For this reason, he urged 
consumers to work closely with 
their physicians before making 
any purchases of durable 
medical equipment 
Curran advised consumers 
not to discuss their personal 
medical history or health 
insurance information over the 
telephone with salespeople. He

It observes 
that the fundraisers, not the 
charities, get most of the money 
raised through sweepstakes 
promotions — with only 3¢ to 5¢ 
of every dollar going to the 
needy 

Other articles in the award- 
winning, 12-page newspaper, 
now in its fourth year of publi- 
cation, cover such topics as food 
labels (‘‘The Charge of the Lite 
Brigade"); the perils of lawn 
pesticides, and the pros and 
cons of rent-to-own appliance 
deals 

According to a chart in the 
Courier accompanying the 
article on rent-to-own pur- 
chases, a consumer who wants 
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a $400 product, but instead 
agrees to pay $55.55 over 16 
months in order to meet the 
$1,000 price set by a rent-to-own 
company, ends up paying an 
‘implicit interest’’ of 145% on 
that purchase. The newspaper 
says that consumers must ask 
themselves the question: ‘Is 
the convenience worth the 
coat?”

Frosted Corn 

When do you harvest corn that has been frosted’ This is not 
going to be an easy decision for a lot of Garrett County farmers 
because most of the corn could have used at least a couple more 
weeks without frost to approach maturity. You're going to have to 
keep a close eye on what is happening to your corn to determine 
your harvest time. I'l] make a few comments for you to keep in 
mind on the different methods of storage 

Corn Silage: Ideally, for conventional silos you would like to 
put the corn in at 65% moisture, a little lower in moisture for air- 
tight silos. If you store the silage too wet, you will have seepage of 
nutrients and extra pressure on the silo walls. If you store too dry, 
the silo will not pack well. Heat and spoilage will occur. If the corn 
kernel is in the soft dough stage, chances are the corn silage will 
be too wet. 40% moisture in grain equals about 65% moisture 
whole plant silage. However, frosted leaves will result in loss of 
moisture. The best way to determine the moisture content is to 
chop up 5 Ibs of corn plants. Make sure your weight is accurate 
Place the material into a micro-wave and heat until all the 
moisture is out of the materiai. if a microwave is not availabie, 
place the material into a 200 degree F. oven for 2 or 3 hours 
Subtract the weight of the dry matter from 5 lbs. and multiply by 
20 which equals the moisture content. (Example 5 lbs. of original 
material — 2 lbs. of dry material = 3x20 = 60% moisture). | 
would check the corn now to see where you stand. If the corn is not 
ready to harvest, you will have to keep a close watch on the ear 
Frosted corn will mold easily. Don't let the leaf become too dry 

High Moisture Corn: The recommended moisture content for 
high moister corn is as follows: Kernel 25-30%; Kernel & Cob 
27-35%. If your corn is in the soft dough stage, it may not dry down 
enough before molding. I have a moisture meter in my office if 
you want to check your corn 

Shelled Corn: The recommended moisture content is 15-18% 
If you have a well ventilated storage bin, you can harvest at 22% 
moisture. Frosted corn, from my experience, does not dry down 
as fast as one may think 

If you need assistance in determining harvest time, give me a 
call 

Sorghum Sudangrass — Danger! 

I think most of you know by now but I will just remind you 
that frosted Sorghum and Sudangrass is very poisonous. Prussic 
acid is formed when frosted. You can harvest and put in silo for 3 
weeks or until fermented, then it would be safe to feed

For CDS Charge 


A Deer Park man was 
sentenced to three years in the 
Garrett County Jail for posses- 
sion of a controlled dangerous 
substance with intent to 
distribute, during a trial held 
last week in Garrett County Cir- 
cuit Court 

Daniel M. Tasker, 30, was 
sentenced by Chief Judge Fred 
A. Thayer, who suspended two 
years of the sentence. One year 
will be served in the Garrett 
County Jail, and Tasker will be 
placed on two years supervised 
probation upon his release from 
jail. He was also ordered to 
undergo drug therapy 

Tasker pled guilty to the 
charge during an August 17 
trial, when a pre-sentence in- 
vestigation was ordered. He 
was indicted on April 18, 1969 
Charges of possession of a con- 
trolled dangerous substance 
and possession of drug 
paraphernalia were not pro- 
secuted 

The charges sternmed from a 
February 14, 1989, incident 
when a search warrant was

Owners Of Local Rafting Company 


Charged With Illegal Operations 


The owners of a local rafting 
company, along with a 
Friendsville man and a 
Chillicothe, Ohio, man, were 
arrested for illegal whitewater 
rafting operations on the New 
and Gauley Rivers in West 
Virginia 


Philip Coleman, of Mor- 
gantown, W.Va., and Roger 
Zbel, Friendsville, co-owners of 
Precision Rafting in 
Friendsville, and Mark Tootle, 
Chillicothe, Ohio, and William 
Heller, Friendsville, were 
arrested Sunday morning as 
they prepared to lead rafting 
trips down the Gauley River, 
announced Ed Hamrick, 
Director of the Department of 
Natural Resources 


The arrests followed 
investigation by undercover 
DNR agents, who posed as 
rafting enthusiasts the 
summer, documenting cases 
against outfitters who were 
allegedly running rafting 
operations without licenses 
‘We've had officers taking 
trips down the New and Gauley 
Rivers for several months now, 
using marked bills and taking 
pictures and doing all the things 
we do in undercover 
operations,"’ Hamrick said 
Coleman was charged with 
one count of outfitting without a

license and one count of 
conspiracy to violate DNR law; 
Zbel was charged with three 
counts of outfitting without a 
license and one count of 
conspiracy; Tootle was charged 
with four counts of outfitting 
without a license; and Heller 
was charged with one count of 
conspiracy and one count of 
possession of less than 15 grams 
of marijuana 

Four rafts and two vans were 
also seized by the officers and 
Hamrick said that Heller's van 
contained marijuana and 

possible other illegal 
substances." 

Arrest warrants were also 
issued for three other men on 
one count of conspiracy to 
violate DNR law 

Hamrick explained that the 
investigation was initiated to 
send a message to illegal 
rafting firms. “They pay no 
taxes in West Virginia, they're 
undercutting the prices of our 
licensed companies, and 
they're not following the safety 
guildelines set forth for our 
licensed outfitters. The 
message we want to send them 
is that unlicensed outfitters are 
just not welcome here,’’ he said 

DNR Captain E.A. Ayres said 
that some of the illegal 
companies were making as 
much as $1,500 a weekend 


Ordinance for the Town of 
Friendsville 

Mayor Spencer 
explained that the Town has 
been meeting with the State 
Planning office, working on a 
new, comprehensive plan to 
update the zoning ordinance, 
which may be put into place 
aruuad the beginning of 1990. 

Allegations have been 
brought forward by Jesse 
Whittemore, a Friendsville 
resident, that many members 
of the Town Council are in 
violation of the current zoning 
ordinance. Earlier this year the 
town forced Whittemore to 

cease and desist’’ his kayak 
building business because it 
was in violation of the zoning 
ordinance 

Mayor Schlosnagle explained 
that the Town Council admits 
they are in violation, but so are 
numerous others. “We would 
have to go through the whole 
town, correcting violations, and 
that would be monotonous 

‘That is not the reason,"’ he 
said, in response to the question 
of whether the Town Council 
wants to repeal the zoning 
ordinance because of the 
allegations that they are in 
violation. ‘‘We planned on doing 
this (repealing the ordinance) 
long before the allegations were 
brought up,"’ he continued 

Whittemore had conducted 
his commercial business of 
constructing and repairing 
kayaks since 1984. On March 29, 
1989, he received a letter asking 
him to “desist from any further 
commercial use of the property 

within 30 days.” 

Whittemore contends that the

Although there is no

Just in the past week there have been 
nearly 25 tons of cocaine, worth literally billions of 
dollars, seized, including a record 10-ton grab last 
week in California, a 5.5-ton take yesterday on a ship 
bound for California, and a nine-ton seizure last 
night in Texas There is growing cooperation 
between our administration and those of Colombia 
and Mexico that is no doubt contributing to these 
busts. The president's multi-billiondollar drug 
abuse plan, that was strengthened further by 
Congress, will also hopefully be effective. The 
continued brave crackdown by Colombian officials 
on powerful drug lords, despite the retaliatory 
terrorism that is occurring almost daily in that 
country, is also yielding positive results 

Locally, we were pleased to hear this week that 
our own Circuit and District Court judges, Fred A 
Thayer and Jack Turney vowed that local 
drug users, including first offenders, will do some 
jail time Judge Thayer's philosophy is that getting 
tougher with drug will hopefully curb their 
behavior and slowly take away the drug market for 
the suppliers.

‘If they 
don't want to make a choice, we 
can do it for them.” 

C&P is phasing in a system 
which gives customers equal 
access, or easy dialing, to all 
long distance companies. The 
provision of easy dialing 
requires technological changes 
in C&P’s switching equipment 
Those changes are being made 
soon at several Centra! Offices 
in Western Maryland 

Equal access, which is a con- 
dition of the Consent Decree 
that broke up the Bell System, 
was initiated in September, 
1964. By May, 1989, more than 
2,489,000 telephone lines or 
94.3 percent — in Maryland had 
been converted to equal access 

Approximately 31,300 
customers who are served by 
the Cumberland, Accident, 
Bittinger, Cresaptown, Flints- 
tone, Friendsville, Grantsville, 
Kitzmiller, Lonaconing, Mount 
Savage and Oldtown Central 
Offices will be receiving infor- 
mation telling them about equal 
access and asking them to 
choose a long distance carrier 
by a specific deadline. The 
mailer includes a ballot for 
customers to return to C&P, 
indicating their choice 

“The ballot is designed to 
encourage customers to make a 
choice. Customers will benefit 
by choosing a long distance 
company and mailing the ballot 
as soon as possible,"’ explained 
Nemith. ‘‘This allows them to 
take advantage of the free sign- 
up period and to begin using the 
company of their choice as soon 
as possible after their serving 
office is converted."’ The mailer 
also explains that customers 
who do not choose a long 
distance company will be 
assigned to one by C&P 

Customers whose telephone 
numbers begin with 245, 264, 
395, 453, 463, 478, 722, 724, 729, 
746, 759, 777, 826, and 895, as well 
as those customers in area code 
304 whose numbers begin with 
446, 726, and 738 will receive the 
information from C&P. Long 
distance companies serving the 
area includes: MCI Dial “1” 
Long Distance Service, ITT 
Long Distance Service, AT&T 
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Long Distance Service, Mid- 
Atlantic Telecom, Inc., US 
Sprint Direct Dial Service and 
Long Distance Service of 
Washington. These customers 
will have equal access available 
to them on January 7, 1990 

“Equal access gives 
customers the advantage of 
selecting one long distance 
company as a first choice 
Normally, this would be the 
company customers intend to 
use most often for long distance 
calls,"’ Nemith said. 
“Customers would then only 
need to dial one, plus the area 
code, plus the phone number to 
use that long distance company 
A dial or pushbotton phone may 
be used."’ 

Customers who do not choose 
a long distance carrier within 
120 days will receive a second 
mailing from C&P which 
includes the name of the long 
distance company to which they 
have been assigned and another 
ballot 

‘At that time customers will 
still have the opportunity to 
choose a long distance company 
at no charge by filling out and 
returning the ballot,"’ said 
Nemith. “If they decide to 
choose more than six months 
after equal access service is 
available to them, they will pay 
a $5 service charge by C&P." 

According to Nemith, C&P, 
the Federal Communications 
Commission and most long 
distance companies agree that 
this method is the fairest to 
customers. All customers will 
choose or be assigned to a 
reputable long distance 
company.

New National 
Institute To Be 
Based At WEI 


West Virginia University has 
established a new Institute for 
the History of Technology and 
Industrial Archeology 

‘There's nothing quite like it 
anywhere else in the country,"’ 
says Dr. Kemp, the institute's 
newly appointed director and a 
nationally recognized professor 
of civil engineering and the 
history of science and tech 
nology 

The purpose of the institute is 
to establish a center of profes- 
sional excellence to support 
programs and projects con- 
cerned with the history of tech- 
nology, industrial archeology 
and the preservation of engi- 
neering works. It will serve 
projects throughout the state, 
the Appalachian region and 
those of national significance 

One such project the center 
will be responsible for is the 
complete restoration of the 
Philippi Bridge, a two-lane 
covered bridge built in 1852. It 
was used by both armies during 
the Civil War and was the last 
bridge to be included in the 
federal highway system. Al- 
though the bridge was severely 
damaged by a fire in February, 
restorations are expected to be 
completed by next June in time 
to mark its 138th year 

Multiple sources of funding 
have been tapped to operate the 
center. U.S. Rep. Alan Mollo- 
han requested that Congress ap- 
propriate $600,000 in federal 
funds through the U.S. Depart- 
ment of the Interior to support 
the center. Legislation was ap- 
proved and awaits President 
Bush's signature 

Additionally, two grants in 
excess of $900,000 are expected 
from the state Department of 
Highways. 

Dr. Kemp said negotiations 
for grant monies for various re- 
search projects are under way 
with several other agencies 


such as the Historic American 
Engineering Record, of the U.S 
Park Service and the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers

APPLE NUT STRUDEL 

4-6 medium cooking apples 
‘2 cup chopped walnuts or pecans 
¥ cup raisins 
2 tablespoons honey or maple syrup 
1 tablespoon oil 
1 tablespoon flour 
6 sheets of phyllo dough 
5 tablespoons melted butter 
Poppy seeds 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees F. Peel apples, if 
desired. Core and thinly slice. Combine slices with 
nuts, raisins, honey, oil and flour. Stir together. 
Unroll phyllo dough. Remove 1 sheet and lay it on a 
smooth surface. (Keep rest of dough between 
dampened towels to prevent drying). Brush with 
melted butter. Cover with another sheet of pastry, 
butter, and repeat process with remaining 4 sheets. 
Spread apple filling over the last pastry, leaving wide 
margins at ends and sides. Fold margin of long sides 
over on the filling. Roll the pastry from one end. 
Gently lifting, with the help of a spatula, place the 
pastry on an oiled cookie sheet. Slit the top in 2 
diagonal slashes, and brush with a bit more butter. 
Sprinkle with poppy seeds. Bake 30 minutes, or until 
golden brown. Apple Nut Strudel is delicious served 
warm, topped with yogurt or honey ice cream. Serves 
6-8 


PINEAPPLESAUCE 
3 pounds cooking apples, cored, peeled, sliced 
16-ounce can juice-packed crushed pineapple, 
undrained 

Combine ingredients, don’t add any other liquid. 
Simmer until soft, 8 or 10 minutes, then remove from 
heat and cool. Store in covered jars in the refrigerator 
or freezer. (Sweeten to taste before serving with a few 
drops of honey or low-calorie sweetener, if desired). 
Makes 16 servings. 


BAKED PINEAPPLE-GINGER APPLES 

8-ounce can juice-packed crushed pineapple 
‘2 teaspoon ground ginger 
6 baking apples, cored 

Drain pineapple well, reserve the juice. Stir 
ginger into pineapple. Spoon pineapple into cored 
apples. Stand apples in a non-stick baking dish just 
large enough to hold them and pour on reserved 
pineapple juice. Bake uncovered, about 20 to 25 
minutes in a preheated 350-degree oven, basting often 
with pan juices. Makes 6 servings. 


APPLESAUCE AMBROSIA 

1 can (1 pound) applesauce 
2 bananas, sliced 
1 can (11 ounces) mandarin oranges 
‘2 cup slivered roasted almonds 
‘2 cup flaked coconut 
Whipped Cream 

Combine all ingredients except cream, chill. 
Serve in dessert glasses topped with whipped cream. 
Yield: 6 servings. 


SQUASH AND APPLE PUREE 
3 Ibs. winter squash (such as acorn, butternut or 
Hubbard) 
3 large baking apples (Rome Beauty, York Imperial 
or Granny Smith) 

1 teaspoon dried parsley 
4 teaspoon pepper 
‘2 cup toasted wheat germ 

Cut the squash in half and scoop out the seed and 
stringy portions. Place the squash, cut sides down, on 
a baking pan. Bake at 350 degrees until soft (45 to 60 
minutes). About 30 minutes before the squash is to be 
done, poke a few holes in the apples (to let steam 
escape) and add them to the baking pans in the oven. 
When the squash and apples are tender, but not 
mushy, remove from the oven and let them cool.

People who have their teeth 
capped often experience a dis 
coloration, or bluing, of the 
gums surrounding the new 
tooth 

For years dentists have 
wondered what caused the 
darkening around a crowned 
front tooth,’’ said Dr 
Kwiatkowski. ‘We've looked at 
everything from chemical 
reactions to the meta! material 
in the crowns to damaged 
tissues 

‘The answer was so simple 
and yet so difficult to pinpoint 
It resulted from the loss of 
transmitted light caused by the 
opague elements of ceramic 
restorations." 

Front teeth that are crowned 
normally are restored with 
metal posts inside 

Kwiatkowski's method 
involves changing the material 
used for the tooth’s post from 
metal to glass-ceramic, main- 
taining the translucency of the 
tooth and minimizing the dis- 
coloration of the gum surround- 
ing the capped tooth 

He first noticed the problem 
15 years ago on a tooth he had 
crowned for his wife 

After studying with renowned 
ceramist Willi Geller in Zurich, 
Switzerland, Kwiatkowski

The following year, he and his 
brother Richard, who practices 
dentistry in Greenbrook, N.J., 
collaborated on the idea by per 
forming clinical studies 

Blue gums surrounding a 
capped tooth aren't a problem 
unless it’s your tooth. Then, it 
can become a_ psychological 
problem for the patient. When 
they look in the mirror that’s all 
they see,"’ said Kwiatkowski 
It's like having a nice 

picture in a bad frame.” 

Kwiatkowski has applied for 
a patent on the idea. In joint 
research projects with the 
School of Engineering and the 
School of Dentistry, he plans to 
perfect the materials used for 
the posts and conduct strength 
tests 

Because the materials 
involved in this technique 
already are approved for use in 
the mouth, Kwiatkowski doesn't 
think patients will have to wait 
long before they are given the 
option of glass-ceramic tooth 
posts in capped teeth. Only the 
strength of the ceramic must be 
investigated 


He added that its use is 
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critical only in the six upper and 
lower teeth for esthetic reasons 
Kwiatkowski has been 
teaching at WVU since 1972 and 
for the past 15 
pursued a special interest in 
esthetic ceramic restoration
